BURIED IN RUINS. 


F all o f u Flv<“-S tury B uilding in M inne­ 
a p o lis - A t L e a st a Bozen W orkm en 
K illed — T w en ty o r M ore Seriously 
ln ju red Ivy th e D isaster. 


M in n e a p o l i s . May 5 .—This afternoon 
workm en employed on the extension of 
B rackett’s five-story building, at First ave­ 
nue, South and Second streets, heard a 
cracking of tim ber under them . A m om ent 
later and the whole wall on tho southeast 
side 
fell 
out 
and 
crashed 
into 
tho 
basem ent which had been excavated next 
to the building. A great volum e of dust 
rolled up. Before it cleared aw ay shrieks 
of men in their death agonies w ere heard 
above the roar of the still falling brick and 
tim bers. Fire alarm s were turned in, bring­ 
ing to tho spot several patrol wagons and 
fire companies. 
Mayor Ames wras on the ground in a few 
m inutes. 
He clim bed to the top of the 
big sand 
pile in front of the building, 
w hence he directed the work, ami put 
Chief Stetson of Hie fire departm ent iii 
charge of 
the 
work 
of 
rescue. 
The 
news th at twelve men wero under the ruins 
drew a large crowd of 
spectators in a 
m om ent, and a rope was stretched to pre­ 
vent the crowd from encroaching on the 
space allotted to the rescuers. 
Officer 
Iiow'ard was one of the first upon the seem'. 
He w ith others rescued six uninjured men 
I rom 
the 
F irst 
avenue 
side of 
’he 
building which was left standing. 
They 
had been w arned by the cracking and bad 
rushed away from the sound. 
Thus had 
they saved their lives. 
Several m angled 
and bleeding victim s were recovered and 
taken to convenient shelter. 
Two were 
laid 
in 
a blacksm ith 
shop 
on 
First 
avenue. 
T heir cries of agony resounded 
above the din of the fire bells and patrol 
w agons. A lire supply wagon carried oft’ 
the first wounded man to St, Barnabas Hos­ 
pital. His head was terribly crushed. 
He 
was unconscious but not dead. 
The building was a new' five-story brick 
structure on the northeast corner of Second 
street and First nvenue«Bonth. It was com­ 
posed of the retaining walls with the floors 
supported with two parallel rows of heavy 
wooden columns, resting upon large square 
tim bers running' from tho front to the rear 
of the building. 
Here in this woodwork 
w as tho weak spot, T here seems to have 
been no cross ties, and when the inner 
walls were rem oved the w eight of the 
accum ulated m aterials on 
floors caused 
them to sag outw ard until a t tho proper 
m om ent they 
literally pulled out and 
toppled over in the adjoining hall, roof 
and doors, w ith their burden of brick, 
term in g a resistless force downward. 
At first the m ost exaggerated reports 
were set afloat in regard to the disaster, it 
neing ciaiiuod th at thirty-six m en were in 
the ruins 
aud 
believed 
to have been 
killed. 
Then 
tho num ber dim inished 
down 
to 
fifteen. 
L ater in ti ie after­ 
noon, 
after 
the 
rescuing 
party 
had 
got to work, it was found th a t most of the 
men rescued were not killed, and only iii a 
few cases were their injuries believed to be 
m ortal. The first six found were injured. 
It is not believed the death List will exceed 
six or eight, and the wounded tw elve to

SHOT HER COBAN SPOUSE. 


Then Mrs. Fernandez Put an 
End to Her Own Life. 


Hawthorne's Horror, Which is Without 


Any Apparent Motive. 


A Rich Man’s Mysterious House in 
a Quiet Little Hamlet. 


P aterson. N. J.. May 9.—H aw thorne is a 
little railroad station about two m iles from 
bere at which a train stops once in a great 
w hile to Like up any one of the dw ell­ 
ers 
in 
its 
handful 
of 
houses 
who 
may 
wish 
to 
go 
to 
New 
York. 
Tho inhabitants are m ostly plain country 
people, m any of whom work in Paterson, 
and tho m ost interesting incident in the 
lives of many of them was tho building of 
a queer house in the m idst of their knot 
of dwellings. 
This 
house, 
which was 
begun about two years ago, was designed 
by a m an who very plainly bad an original 
idea, but who the builder was no one 
knows. It was built with the back entrance 
fronting

road, 
and

tho road into the country. The principal 
room In the house was a largo one on the 
third fioor. 
There was no hall or binding 
on th a t floor, but the wide staircase ran 
right up into the room w ithout any door to 
secure privacy. 
The neighbors prophesied th at this queer 
house, w ith tile big barn that w as put up 
near it, would always rem ain em pty unless 
the owner moved in, but they wore mis­

T here wero some circum stances attached 
to the housekeeping of tho

he wealthy. He furnished las house luxuri­ 
ously, kept three filii' horses with carriages, 
but had only one negro servant to do tho

for the household. 'J bines wont 
on in this way for almost half a year, and 
neighbors noticed th a t tho fam ily circle 
had been increased by the arrival of a child,

According to the stories of 
those oil board, the cargo comprised al out 
seventy-five native men, women and chil­ 
dren of the Cape de Verde Islands, who for 
th irty days were huddled in a sem i-starv­ 
ing condition in the Binal] hold of the 
schooner. 
The captain adm its that he m ade up his 
cargo of natives of the islands, who were 
anxious to get away from their famine- 
stricken hom es a t any price. 
There wero no accomodations on board 
for passengers. 
Four young girls were 
given 
accom m odations w ith 
the 
cap­ 
tain in the sm all cabin. 
These girls wero 
18 to 15 years old, and very serious charges 
are m ade against the captain regarding his 
treatm ent 
of them .

they received was a small portion twice or 
three tim es daily of a fuyd cake made by 
m ixing a coarse meal which looks like saw­ 
dust w ith water. Men crawled about the 
ship, it is stated, bent almost double with 
hunger, and the women aud children could 
do little more than moan IU their distress. 
On approaching his destination the cap­ 
tain arranged to land at dark. It is said on 
good authority th at other vessels which are 
bringing large cargoes of Gape de Verde 
natives to New Bedford pursue the same 
tactics, m aking such reports as they please 
to the custom house authorities, but es­ 
caping inspection by landing their passen­ 
gers after business hours.

It is no longer n question w hether tho 
European powers eau restrain Greece, for 
th at country bas officially given notice that 
nothing short of restraint will prevent it 
from trying conclusions w ith T urkey.^ It 
is not im probable th a t before these lines 
are road actual war has com m enced. Dr it 
I m ay be equally true th a t tho Greeks have 
1 been coerced into submission, and forced to 
j disarm in face of a threatened occupation 
of the capital. 
There are no fears that 
A thens will m eet w ith the fate of Alexan­ 
dria, hut it is very clear that tho blockade ot 
the Greek coast by the allied fleets is a 
serious m atter, and th at an> attem pt of the 
Greek navy to put to sea will bo m et with 
an order to return. If th a t order is dis­ 
obeyed the ships of tile English, Germ an, 
Italian. Russian and Turkish squadron will 
do their best to put them back in port or at 
tho bottom . The lust tim e forcible inter­ 
vention which cam e to I lows occurred be­ 
tween an allied fleet and Greece, was in the 
interests of tho latter country, w hen in 
1829 a combined tb et, formed of all Euro­ 
pean nations except Turkey, ordered the 
tu rk ish fleet to rem ain in idleness. Tho 
T urk refused, and tho battle of Navarino

How the t l t y of Honolulu was Save** 


from Destruction hy Dynamite- 
S an F rancisco. May 9.—1The steam ship 
Alam eda of the Oceanic line arrived from 
the Sandwich Islands yesterday, bringing 
reports of a disastrous conflagration which 
occurred in the city of H onolulu on April 
17. A lthough tho particulars of tile fire 
are m eagre they are sufficient to show th at 
the little city has m ot with a m isfortune 
th a t it will lake years to ’overcom e. 
Five 
thousand Chinam en are homeless and hun­ 
dreds of whites aro left in a state of extrem a 
destitution. The entire C hinese section of 
tho citv is in ruins. There are over sixty* 
tour acres of laud, covering an area of eight 
squares that were consigned to the flames. 
Two lives only were lost. One of th e via* 
tints wtiose body is unidentified, is sup* 
posed to Int an Am erican. The loss will ex* 
coed $1,'>00.000. Tho story of the disaster 
lins caused no little excitem ent throughout 
this city. Many different stories are in cir­ 
culation as told by different passengers on 
board tile Alameda. In an interview w ith 
a G lobe correspondent, a gentlem an who 
was in H onolulu at the tim e says: 
"A t the tim e of the fire I was stop­ 
ping 
at 
the 
Royal 
H aw aiian 
Hotel, 
which 
fronts 
on 
Hotel 
street. 
Hun­ 
dreds of fam ilies began to pack th eir goods. 
After some deiav th e local fire departm ent 
was astir. T here was a stiff breeze blowing 
and it could i>e seen th at the flames were 
rapidly 
gaining 
on 
the 
firemen. 
W hen tho tire was ac its height I m ade a 
a tour of the burning district. The narrow 
streets wore tilledw itn people. T he engines, 
winch were of poor quality, wore powerless 
to hinder the progress of tho elem ent. On© 
by one 
the slight structures 
crum bled 
to ashes. Chinese stores were sacked by 
the crowds and houses em ptied of every­ 
th in g th at could bo easily removed. 
Suddenly I heard a shout: 
" 'M ake wav for die king.’ 
“ I looked in the direction indicated, and, 
sure enough, m aking his way through the 
dense gathering was His Majesty K atakana, 
accoriAiauiod by m embers of his cabinet. 
G lancing over the place he gave soma 
hurried orders to the firemen in his native 
tongue and then assumed control of the 
departm ent, Toward the best portion of 
the cliv rolled th e l ame.*. 
His m ajesty’s 
conclusions were soon reached, and before 
the flames had advanced another square 
loud reports were beard directly" iuadvauce 
of

tire’s 
course. Tho neighboring 
buildings wore being blown up. 
" ’It is the only way to stop the flames.* 
Such was the explanation offered. In a 
few iiours the fire was out, and all th a t was 
left was a mass of chaired ruins.

■ Kates on tho Crops. 


The Early Garden—What Flower! 
Shall We P ant—Etc., Etc. 


It is im portant to com men re cultivation 
soon after p la n tin g to loosen the soil and 
start the plants 
growing, 
.lust at this 
point m any planters fail to do th eir duty, 
w hich no subsequent work can atone for 
Early, rapid and thorough cultivation is 
necessary to produce first-class tobacco, 
lf 
the preparation has been thorough, thrice 
S 
loughing, followed each tim e w ith a hand 
oe, w ill suttice for th e crop. 
For the first ploughing, no im p lem ent is 
better than the w ing coulter, the n ex t best 
the cultivator. The second plou gh.ng may 
be effectually done w ith th e turning plough 
or cultivator: it grassy, use th e first. The 
last ploughing is m ost effectually done wit h 
three furrows with th e single shovel - a fur­ 
row on each side, then splitting the m iddle 
with the third aud last furrow. 
N ever “scrape dow n” tobacco w ith the 
hoe without nutting back on the h ill or bed 
as m u c h dirt as is scraped down. T his w ill 
prevent baking, and sa va 
m any plants 
should a dry spell follow the hand-hoe 
working. 
, 
~ 
, 
a d v process w hich stirs the soil effectual­ 
ly and often, and keeps the plants free from 
grass and weeds, w ill constitute good culti­ 
vation, no matter how or with w hat im ple­ 
m ent done. Old land w ill require more 
work in cultivation than new, and clark 
grades move than bright. 
Short sin gle­ 
trees should be used after the plants are 
half grown, to prevent tearing and break­ 
ing down the loaves. 
The yellow grades should be cleared of 
grass and weeds before the 1st of August, 
and not ploughed thereafter; hut the hoes 
m ayb e used at any tim e to clear out the 
crop till tlieleavescom m en ce graining. The 
longer tobacco is ploughed the later the 
plants w ill he in ripening: therefore, tho 
im portance of givin g early and thorough 
cultivation. Anv one who can raise good 
cabbage ought to know how to cu ltivate 
tobacco, as the cultivation is very sim ilar.— 
[North Carolina Farmer. 


Deep a n d Shallow Culture of Cotton. 
Experim ents m ade during the seasons of 
1884 and 1885, by Director T. S. Newm an, 
on the grounds of the Experim ent Station 
at Auburn. Ala., to contrast the effects of 
deep and shallow cultivation of cotton, are 
of special interest where the root-pruning 
system is practised. 
In 1884 this inquiry developed th e fact 
that a loss of eighty-tive pounds of seed 
cotton resulted from one dean ploughing 
during the cultivation of the crop. 
The 
result of the same inquiry m ade the follow ­ 
ing season, showed an , even greater loss 
from such root-pruning cultivation ou th e 
sam e land. 
The plats were 300 feet long and fourteen 
feet wide. four rows to tile plat. 
The land 
was very uniform in fertility. Both plats 
were prepared, fertilized and planted in 
exactly the same manner. The only differ­ 
ence in the treatm ent of tho plats through­ 
out. was in th e ploughing given when the 
stalks of cotton w ere generally one foot iii 
height, when one plat was ploughed w ith a 
scooter and sm all scraper deep enough 
to break the lateral roots of the plants, 
w hile the other was cultivated through­ 
out w ith heel scrape set to run not. deep­ 
er than one incii at any ploughing. 
The 
results are very' su ggestive to those who 
practice deep cultivation, especially since 
they corroborate those of the previous year.

T his is an experim ent which any planter 
may ci#u y m ake on his own crop for his 
own satisfaction. 
T he results are inrie- 
pendentof character of soil. Hoot pruning 
is generally practiced in Alabam a in the 
cultivation of both cotton and corn, result­ 
ing not only in dim inished production, but 
on hill lands in serious injury' to the land, 
since it is generally accom panied by ridge 
instead of level cultivation, w hich facili­ 
tates both leaching and sui lace washing. 
Every farmer into whose hands this bul­ 
letin may fall is earnestly requested by 
Director Newman to institute this inquiry 
in the cultivation of his cotton and corn 
during the present year and report the re­ 
sults to the State station.—{Tho World. 


R em edies for the Cotton W orm. 
T ile only rem edies as yetused to any great 
exten t for the destruction of th e larval of 
that m ost dreaded of pests, the cotton 
worm, are arsenic and its compound?. Tho 
compounds of arsenic used to the greatest 
extent are paris green and london purple, 
London purple, buiug m uch th e cheaper of 
the tw o, ha9 of late years been largely em ­ 
ployed. 
'Ice 
least 
expensive mode of using 
poisons, and the one most generally adopt­ 
ed. Is with water, applied to the leaves by 
means of fountain, pump and hose or other 
contrivance. 
Professor Riley advises the 
use of london purple in the proportions of 
half a pound of purple to forty gallons of 
water, and sprinkle on the leaves in such a 
maimer that the lower parts of the leaves 
shall be thoroughly wet during the infancy 
of the worms. Professor J. B. Steele thinks 
that the proportions suggested by Professor 
Riley and other scientists make a prepara­ 
tion too weak foi general use among plant­ 
ers who have only rude contrivances for 
spraying their cotton fields, aud advises 
three-fourths of a pound to forty gallons of 
water as a more certain aud effective prepa­ 
ration. 
Professor Steele has had success with the 
common white arsenic, which is much less 
expensive than pans green, but which, 
unless used witli great caution, is liable to 
Injure the plants. Professor Steele’s plau 
is to make a permanent solution by Adding 
to five gallons of water five pounds of 
E 


nic and one pound of sal soda, and then 
■ r u g over a tire in an iron vessel until 
arsenic is all dissolved. This makes a 
solution that will keep without precipita­ 
tion. Of this solution he uses one quart to 
•very forty gallons of water. In his experi­ 
m ents forty gallons were found to be suf­ 
ficient for one acre of cotton of ordinary 
growth. 
Pyrethrum has been employed 
with 
varied success in the cotton field. It has 
been for some time known that an alco­ 
holic extract of any part of the pyrethrum 
plant possesses the insecticide property, 
but owing to its cost this extract could not 
be generally employed. Recent investiga­ 
tions, according to Professor Riley, have 
demonstrated that an ordinary fluid ex­ 
tract made after the usual formula of ttje 
pharmacopeia, is also effective. The ex­ 
tract from one pound, when diluted in 120 
gallons of water, has proven destructive to 
the worms. Another statement made by 
Professor Riley is that results art equally 
aatisfactory when the powder is simply 
mixed with water. One pound of powder 
to 150 gallons of water is cited as an effec­ 
tive solution. The cost of pyrethrum at the 
present time offers the chief obstacle in the 
way of its adoption. Whatever poison is 
used. prompt action is required for success. 
—[The World. 


Choppin* and W orking Cotton. 
As soon as the seed are well up run on 
each side of the young plants, as near as 
possible, with a scraper, or with a common 
turn plough, with the land side to the 
plants, bearing off the surface of the bed 
into the middle of the row. So guide the 
plough that the scraping will be very shal­ 
low at the roots of the plants; otherwise, 
the plants will not stand up under the ope­ 
ration of “chopping.” 
Then proceed at 
once to chop to a "stand,” or as nearly as 
practicable. This is done with light weed­ 
ing hues. A light, quick stroke is made 
squarely across the rows, leaving from one 
to two or three stalks in a place, from eight 
to twelve niche? apart 
Leave no grass. 
Young cotton cannot thrive in the neigh­ 
borhood of grass. 
I will here add that it i6 
of the first importance to scrape down aud 
chop out cotton before it becom es grassy. A 
good hand usually chops out one acre of cot­ 
ton per day. 
As the cotton is tieing chopped a cotton 
plough is run behind ihe hoes on each side 
of the row, bearing a little earth to the 
young plants. The necessity for splitting 
the middles tiefore the next ploughing of 
the cotton is somewhat dependent upon cir­ 
cumstances; nut it is generally hest to do it. 
All subsequent ploughing* should be done 
with the cotton plough with long boards, 
very shallow. 
The roots of the plants 
should not be disturbed. 
The ploughing of the cotton should be 
continued as late In the season as possible. 
W hen too large to pass between the rows 
without injuring the limbs and bolls from 
tee truces at the usual distance apar*., book 
the traces to the plough aud use a short 
stretcher." 
After the first chopping of the cotton we 
nsusally commence "gra sin#” as soou as 
the necessity for tile same begins to appear. 
By glassing I mean taking av ay with the 
hoe such branches of grass between and 
near tun stalks as cannot be certainly de­ 
stroyed bv the ploughs, which are limned)- 
-♦•I* rn follow. At this booing we thin 


a more perfect stand when necessary. More 
then tw o stalks should never he left iii a 
chico, 
\V»* generally grass th e crops twice. 
But never let tho gra^s “got hold .” In ac­ 
com plishing this. "an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure.”—[N. E. Farmer. 


P o ta to P o in ts. 
Potatoes do w ell on corn land th at has 
been m anured for the corn crop. 
Good sod 
land can also be used. 
A deep, m ellow seed 
bed should be secured by deep ploughing 
and thorough ^ ly p ie in g . 
Manure and 
m oisture are essentials! Old stable m anure 
eau be ploughed,“ J- Som e of the best crops 
are raised w ith ooim aei’cial fertilizers. 
Plant in drills or furrows, from four to six 
inches deep. according to th e soil, light 
sandy soils deeper, heavier soils more shal­ 
low. Drop the sets and cover them w ith a 
couple oi inches of soil, and then sow the 
fertilizer in th e furrow, and cover in the 
rest of the soil. 
Go over the field with a com m on harrow, 
running length w ise of tho rows, just before 
the plants push their noses through, and 
thus d e ,troy ail th e w eeds; afterwards cul­ 
tivate fiat through tho season, using only 
tho com m on cultivator. 
Oue of the best ways to use stable m anure 
for a potato crop is to plough R ia in the fall. 
P lantin g w hole potatoes gives the best 
yield, according to the trials of th e New 
York Experim ent Station; 
half 
tubers 
are n ext best; quarter tuners n ex t; sin gle 
eyes yield le a st 
Trials m ade at the Rural 
S e w Yorker grounds favor cutting to tw o 
eyes; other trials correspond w ith both of 
these results. 
The best way is not yet 
known. 
Paris green or london purple to destroy 
the potato bug is more econom ically ap­ 
plied w ith plaster or ground gypsum than 
with water, and the results are better. 
Mix 
one part of poison w ith one hundred parts, 
by w eight, of plaster. Too much of tile 
poison injures th e foliage. 
If sufficient care 
is used in the thorough m ixture of the sub­ 
stance, paris green can bou sed in th e pro­ 
portion of I to ISO.—[Vick. 


N otes on the Crops. 
Corn roots run nearer th e surface than 
potato roots, and it is better to spread the 
m anure on th e surface and harrow it in. 
T hat th is m ay be thoroughly done it is bet­ 
ter that th e m anure tor corn should be 
w ell rotted, w hile th at w hich is coarse and 
has not been decom posed may be ploughed 
under for th e potatoes. 
E xperim ents m ade 
at th e N ew York E xperim ental Station 
would indicate a depth of tw o to three 
inches as best adapted for covering the seed 
corn iii th eir soil. 
Perhaps in a light, sandy 
soil it m igh t be allow able to put it an i tll 
more, and In heavy, m ucky land to go an 
inch less. 
It used to lie thought necessary 
to put in m illet in May, and som e of the 
agricultural writers still give that as the 
proper tim e for sow ing, but the chance for 
a good crop w ould be as good if it were not 
out in until July. 
In latitude of Boston it 
does 
best 
w hen sown 
from th e lo th 
to 
tho 25th 
of 
June. 
Farther north 
it w ould 
bo better to w ait until 
later. 
It 
likes 
a warm location 
and 
warm 
weather to m ake its growth. 
W hile the 
field crops are being put in, th e garden 
should not be neglected. Sweet corn should 
be put in early in the m onth, and after that 
put in another lot every w eek until th e last 
of June. 
Continue w ith pease in the sam e 
way, only when changing the variety tho 
last planting of the early and the first of a 
later variety should go in togetlier, that 
there may not bo too long an interval be­ 
tw een the tim es of being ready for the 
table. Beans should go in as early as Hie 
corn, and there should be later varieties 
put in towards the last of the m onth. Do 
not plant m elons, cucum bers or squashes 
uutil the ground is very warm. 
Manure 
liberally in the h ill w ith w ell-rotted m a­ 
nure, aud spread the sam e, or a good fertil­ 
izer, betw een the bills of squashes, that 
they may he led to strike their roots down 
from their joints, as is their custom , and 
may find nourishm ent there. Early cab­ 
bage should 
be set and spinach sown lor 
summer use, and beets and carrots sown. 
The Experim ental Station at Geneva, N.Y. 
has begun 
a m uch-needed good 
work 
in attem pting to exam ine the plants from 
seeds of nam ed varieties of nearly all th e 
various garden vegetables, and have already 
In many instances found .rout three to a 
half-dozen different nam es iii use for the 
sam e th ing am ong various dealers, and 
those iii good standing, too. It is to be 
hoped th at in such cases these dealers w ill 
agree upon one nam e and drop all the 
others, or else publish them , as prisoners at 
court are nam ed, with the various aliases, 
that the farmer may know what he is order­ 
ing. 
In m any cases th is confusion has 
arisen from two or more parties trying to 
m ake a new variety by selecting Rome acci­ 
dental variation in color or shape, and 
breeding to that by careful selection, iii or­ 
der to be able to put a new kind in tho mar­ 
ket at a higher price than the original vari­ 
ety would sell for. This 
houhl not be. 
Such variations should nave som e differ­ 
ence in habited growth, length of season or 
difference in eating or k«epiug quality be­ 
fore it is entitled to a new nam e or an espe­ 
cial honor. 


M anagem ent of Sandy Roils. 
Soils known as sandy differ w idely in 
character and com position, W ith fair m an­ 
agem ent, som e are am ong tho m ost valua­ 
ble for farm in g purposes, w h ile others are 
nearly valueless. 
AU. how ever, require 
close attention, frequent m anuring and the 
free use of clover or other green crops for 
plow ing under. 
T he besetting fau lt of 
sandy soils is lack of vegetable m atter. 
They are alw ays dry. and this facilitates tho 
Imrning-up process known as ferm entation. 
In their natural slate, covered by shrubs, 
tree or other vegetation, th e surface Is 
shaded both sum m er and w inter. 
B ut cu l­ 
tivation leaves it exposed m ost of tile tim e 
to sun. winds and rains, all of w hich act on 
sand 
more 
decidedly than on hind of 
heavier character. 
Clover is unquestionably th e crop m ost 
im portant to the farmer tillin g a sandy soil. 
If clover grows freely it is easy to grow good 
crops of grain and potables or other vege­ 
tables. 
But on m any farms cultivation has 
so reduced the am ount of vegetable m atter 
that even clover is not successful. 
The 
w inter w inds blow away th e surface sot! so 
as to expose the roots to w inter killing. 
In 
all such cases som ething m ust be done to 
increase vegetable m atter until 
a good 
c.over (latch can 
he had. 
.Sowing oat' 
th ick ly to plough under w hen nearly ready 
to bead is probably cs cheap a way to do 
this as any', 
lf the land can he snared, and 
probably oefore renovating it w ill not pay 
for harvesting a cro n , two. three or more 
crops of green m anure can be turned nuder 
in a single sum m er. 
Sow perhaps tw o and 
a h alf bushels of oats per acre at each seed­ 
ing. 
T ills seed w ill cost $1 or a little more 
each tim e. 
The tirst crop, ploughed under 
when five or six inches high, w ill fit the 
land to grow n m uch more vigorous stand 
at th e seci ud seeding, ju st as soon as the 
tirst is buried. 
Tw o or three crees of oats 
thus ploughed nuder w ill fit th e land for a 
rye crop in the fall, and th is m ay be seeded 
w ith clover iii tile spr-ng. 
The roller is one of the m ost im portant 
im plem ents on a sandy fat rn. 
It should be 
used both lab and soring, especially w here 
the surface is c \ posed to winds. 
Any un­ 
even ridges in the soil w ill be raked by the 
winds and deposited in adjoining fields or 
on the roadside, 'lite roller com pacts these. 
and pressing the soil firmly around the 
roots enables th«> crops to protect the sur­ 
face from blow ing away. 
T his is becom ing 
every year more im portant, as the w ood­ 
land w hich form erly kopt w inds in chock is 
destroyed. 
Orchards are often planted on sandy soils, 
and they are especially adapted to the 
peach. 
But un less iii position w here the 
snow w ill be held on the ground, Hie sur­ 
face of young orchards w ill need som e kind 
of protection to prevent deep freezing. 
Trees, especially of the peach, are often 
killed thus when a good m u lch ing of straw 
would have saved them. 
It is possible th at 
grass in orchards or sandy soil olten serves 
the sam e useful purpose in protecting tree 
roots. 
So m e have even encouraged the 
growth of quack grass 
in 
sandy apple 
orchards. Quack w ill increase the am ount 
of vegetable m atter in the soil very rapidly. 
N either hay nor pasture can be profitably 
grou n on very sandy soils. 
If there is a 
good stand of clover it w ill in m ost eases he 
worth more to plough andor us it grows 
than to cut and draw to th e barn. (lorn 
fodder is the sleek feed that can be grow n 
to tho greatest advantage. W hatever bulky 
fodder can be iqd out should bo so used, 
and the rem ainder m ixed w ith the m anure 
so as to ne drawn out with it. 
On sandy 
soils bulk in m anure in one of its most im ­ 
portant considerations. 
It is better to draw 
it out w ith iittle ferm entation, and keep on 
or near the surface, w hich w ill preserve its 
vegetable m atter where It can be moat use­ 
ful in absorbing fertilizing elem ents from 
the atm osphere. 
For it is lack of vegetable 
m atter more than any other cause w hich 
m akes the difficulty in k eeping sandy soils 
fertile. 
v\ md breaks are especially im portant on 
ligh t soils. 
As th e country becom es cleared 
the wind has less obstructed sweep, and not 
only carries leaves into hollows, hut por­ 
tions of the soil itself. On the tops of sandy 
knolls exposed to winds scarcely any device 
w ill reclaim th e land. B ut by planting 
windbreaks 
at sufficient distance, snow 
w ill be retained on these barren places, and 
then a slight adm ixture of clay or vege­ 
table m ould w ill enable grass and clover lo 
grow, and further Bfeps will follow easily. 
Fruit orchards w ill serve to protect sandy 
soils from w aste, provided trees are beaued 
low', and there is a close fence or hedge on 
the windward side. 
Under such circum ­ 
stances leaves naturally fallin g upon the 
soil w ill not be blow n off, and this savin g 
of w hat would otherw ise be wasted is tho 
tirst aud indispensable condition of success­ 
ful fan n in g on such land.—[Cultivator.

Boon after m ating 
tho hens begin to look for a nest, and it is a 
good plan to place good-sized boxes or casks 
iii secluded places w ith dry leaves or straw 
in them for tho purpose of accom m odating 
the liens. 
They are apt to take to sui h 
tilings, and it is well to keep an eye to them 
to see w here the nests are. 
lf the eggs tire 
undisturbed the hen w ill brood when she 
has laid from tw elve to fifteen.

Feed a lith o at a tim e and often. 
Atter they arc tw o w eeks old they ntav be ] 
allow ed to go abroad w ith the hen in .fin 1 
weather, but m ust bo brought hom e and 
cooped for the n igh t until they begin to 
show the rod about tho head when th ey are 
perfectly hardy and m ay be allow ed full 
liberty to roam in the lid o s and woods. 
If care is taken to feed them regularly 
every night they w ill learn to com e hom e 
to roost. Should near neighbors have flocks 
of the sam e breed, it w ill prevent m istakes 
and trouble to have tho poults m arked in 
th e foot as soon as hatched. 
T his i9 done 
bv d ip p in g off a toenail, or by punching a 
hole iu the web w ith a steel punch,—[Farm 
Journal.

Every farmer can m ake 
fits ow n supply of it. 
Inaeed, there are so 
m any uses for it in th e sum m er th at it is 
really surprising that it is so little used on 
Hie farm. 
The free use of salt and char­ 
coal would do m uch to prevent disease and 
insure healthy m eat, m ilk and butter. They 
are nature’s rem edies, both 
sim ple and 
abundant. 


N eglected Grope Vines. 
In pruning old. neglected grape vines, tho 
principal object should be to. induce young 
growtli which in lim o is to take the place of 
the old, straggling, barren wood. 
T his can­ 
not all be accom plished in one season, and 
while one part of th e vine m ay be cut hack 
severely, the other should lie but little dis­ 
turbed. 
Tho follow ing 
year 
the latter 
should also be cut hack or rem oved entirelr. 
W here space perm its, layering is som etim es 
tire fern bl e to this plan. Ore of tile m ost 
vigorous iii ain branches—after all its side 
qrow Hi has been rem oved—is bent clown 
to 
Hie 
ground, 
with 
th e 
end 
over 
the spot where a new vine is desired. 
Here 
ti hole of about six incites in depth is dug, 
the vin e bent into it, fastened 
w ith a 
hooked stake or a stone, arid covered with 
oil, except tlfe term inal shoot, w hich is 
tied to ti stake 
After a year or two, the 
layer w ill be sufficiently rooted, so th at its 
connection with lite patent plant m ay t e 
severed. But all this is only advisable when 
tim vine is of a satisfactory variety; other­ 
wise it w ould be throw ing aw ay tim e and 
labor to try to perpetuate th e w orthless 
thing. 
In such a case the w isest plan is lo 
dig up the old vino and to plant a youn g otto 
J a better variety, and the sooner this is 
lotto after the frost leaves th e ground tho 
hotter. 
The pruning should also lie don" 
early in order to avoid bleeding, w hich, if 
pot injurious to th e vine, is very unpleasant 
to see.—[A. H. Ward. 


W hat Flowers Shall W e P lant? 
I w ill nam e som e varieties of flowers 
w hich I recom m end, and give som e hin ts as 
to their location aud m anagem ent. Bear in 
m ind that flowers are grown for different 
purposes—som e for th eir fragrance, som e 
for cu ttin g for bouquets, som e for m aking a 
mass of color and producing a pleasant 
effect when view ed from a distance, and 
som e for Hie effect of the foliage. There 
are enough varieties w hich can be grown 
w ith very little trouble and expense, w hich 
w ill give a succession through ih e season. 
A m ong tile fragrant flowers, the sw eet 
nou stands unrivalled. 
It grows in every 
shade of color, from w hite to pink, purplo 
and red; and if th e blossom s are picked, 
and no reed allow ed to form, it will give a 
profusion of bloom for m any m onths. 
No 
flower can be finer for cutting, and it is as 
easily grown as th e garden pea. 
It should 
he planted as early as the ground eau be 
worked, and covered quite deep. 
Another com m on flower of w onderful fra­ 
grance aud delicate beauty, is th e old­ 
fashioned grass pink. 
It grows from the 
root, and as it is a hardy perennial, w ill 
only need to be reset once in three or four 
veavs. 
A sm all circular bed, raired six 
incites above tho level of tho law n, and 
located w here the fragrance w ill reach the 
livin g rooms of tho house, and th e flowers 
can be sci ti from the windows, w ill add to 
the pleasure of the housekeeper. 
Two other flowers use! a1 for cuttin g and 
d eligh tfu lly fragrant, are 
alyssum 
and 
m ignonette; both grow best trout seeds 
sown where they are to stand, as they do 
not 
transplant well. 
Tile alyssum will 
bloom a m onth and go to seed, and then, if 
out close to the ground just after a rain, it 
w ijf m ake a second growth and bloom as 
freely as at first. Our bed was cu tb ack the 
last w eek tit July, and Septem ber I was as 
iresh and full of bloom as it was in June. 
Am ong the clim bers (of w hich we have a 
great variety) I should choose for perennials 
the different varieties of clem atis. 
The 
white is deligh tfu lly fragrant, w hile the 
purple aud red ate handsom e, and all are 
excellen t for cutting. They are very hardy, 
requiring no protection, and when killed to 
the ground, will m ake a growth of from ten 
to fifteen feet the m-xt season. 
For beauty of foliage, n oth in g can excel 
the Madeira vine, with its th ica, glossy 
leaves, anti fragrant w hite blossoms. 
Bast 
fall I could look from m y window on a mass 
ol this, covering tho stum p of a pine tree 
which was cut som e eigh t feet high. 
We 
looped heavy fence wire around it, so that 
the vines had m assed like an um brella 
across Ute top, fully four feet iii diam eter. 
This vine is as easily grown as a potato. 
The tubers require to be protected from 
(rest during lite winter, and should be dug 
and stored in the cellar. 
Jf other clim bers are wanted th e balloon 
vine aud cypress w ill give a fine contrast 
in foliage, the latter being very delicate and 
beautiful, both in flower and leaf. Tho 
seeds of both m ay be sown in the open 
ground, but the cypress should not be sown 
till nearly the 1st of June, and hot water 
should be poured over th e seed aud the 
seed allow ed to sw ell before being sown. 
For a m ats of flow ers to produce a pleas­ 
ing effect, and to giv e constant bloom from 
June till Novem ber, there is no plant th at 
excels tho petunia. 
It is not best to depcm l 
on volunteer plants, for, although it is 
hardy aud will seed itself, it has a tendency 
to run out and show plain colors, and seed 
should be saved from Ute choicest, or bought 
each year. 
It bears transplanting w ell and 
grows vigorously. 
For bedding plants, from w hich to cut 
flowers for bouquets, there are none better 
than verbenas and P h lox drum m ondii. The 
latter m ay be sown in the open ground, but 
verbenas had better be started in a hotbed, 
or a box in Ute house. 
Another plant, m ost 
beautiful for m assing, as w ell as beautiful 
for cutting, is th e scarlet sage, Salvia splen- 
dens. 
It w ill bloom in Ju ly ,a n d fro ut then 
till hard frost vvBl present a m ost brilliant 
appeal ance. 
It w ill m ake the best show in 
a circular or oval bed, I rom four to six feet 
iii diam eter. It is best to start plants under 
glass, so as to gain tim e, as they transplant 


For late bloom ing, there is no more at­ 
tractive flower than the aster. T heir colors 
are b rillian t aud varied, and, although des­ 
titute of fragrance, 
they are worthy a 
place In every yard. They do best in some 
sheltered, shady nook, and m ay be planted 
near a building. T hey do w ell in boxes also, 
and m ay be set on th e top of a w all or feuce 
with good effect. 
Som ew here in 
th e vegetable 
garden, 
where tbe soil is rich, give the children a 
plat for flowers, where th ey can grow four- 
o’clocks, m arigolds, zinnias, snap-uragous 
ami touch-m e-nots, as w ell as th e surplus 
plants from other varieties. 
It w ill afford 
them great pleasure, and bo of use to them , 
beside teaching th em habits of carefulness.

S alt and Charcoal. 
Farm ers know' th e value of salt for stock, 
and y et we doubt if there are m any of them 
who furnish it as freely as they should. 
Salt should be given once a w eek .at least, 
and in m ost instances we doubt if it would 
not be better to keep it lyin g by the stock, 
or at th eir feed in g places, all the tim e. 
Salt i9 health ful, acts h ealth ily on the blood, 
counteracts to a great ex ten t the effects or 
bad water and bad food. and protects from 
epidem ic or contagious diseases. 
Plenty of 
salt to hogs and young stock tends to pre­ 
vent w orms 
Salt, as is w ell know n, tends 
to produce thirst, aud absorbs lite gases by 
w hich th e worm s ate sustained, Of course 
it 
tends 
to 
im prove 
th e 
stock 
and 
keep 
them 
in 
better 
condition. 
To 
m ake 
stock 
pay 
it 
is 
necessary 
to 
take care of it. but 
until 
all 
is pro­ 
vided in am ple quantity you h ave not unite 
fulfilled your duty toward them . But there 
is auntlier article that is very beneficial to 
dom estic anim als, and perhaps as necessary 
for them its s a lt 
And that is charcoal. All 
highly-fed anim als should have charcoal 
iAveu them p lentifully, and there iu no 
stock that an occasional dose c f it will not 
benefit. 
Charcoal heals and strengthens 
th e stom ach and alim entary canals, allays 
inflam m ation, absorbs putrescent gases and 
prevents colic, and im parts tone and in­ 
creased power to the d igestive otgans. 
It is 
particularly useful in the sum m er season, 
as then stock partake of a greater variety 
a..d more succulent toed calculated to pro­ 
duce disorders of the system . 
The farmer and stock ow ner should pro­ 
vide him self w ith a quantity o f pulverized 
charcoal, and should g ive it to hts anim als 
about ouce a w eek, ana as m uch oftener es 
he finds anv of them ailing. T he dose may 


C elery for H o m e Ruooty. 
For seven m onths—from A ugust 15, 1885, 
to March 19, 1880—we were not without 
good celery, 
w hite and crisp; 
for five 
m onths we had an abundance for a large 
fam ily, As th is supply was raised in a com­ 
m on garden, w ith no special soil or appli­ 
ances. for hom e use only, a plain statem ent 
of how it w as done m ay be ol service to 
those who suppose (he culture too difficult 
for ’prentice 
bauds. 
T he 
ground 
was 
ploughed the latter part of April, soon a* 
dry en o u g h ; planted to L ittle Gem pease. 
in rows four feet apart. 
W hen iairly up 
they were cultivated, and E arly Ontario 
potatoes planted in rows betw een th e pease, 
except that tw o spaces w ere set w ith early 
celery 
for 
sum m er 
use, 
IOO 
plants. 
Tho last u eek in July alternate rows 
ol 
potatoes 
wore 
dug. 
and 
row* 
of 
celery 
net 
eigh t 
feet 
apart. 
300 
plants for fail use. 
About A ugust IO, 200 
plants for w inter use wore put out. 
This 
last planting should have been 3 0 0 plants 
to m ake a full supply for w inter and spring 
fo ra fam ily of ten to fifteen. T he plants 
were set six inches apart in the row : eight 
inches would bo better, w here th e ground 
is m ade as rich as it should be. 
As th e soil 
was not more than ten inches deep and un­ 
derlaid w ith clay, I m ade it deeper by 
throw ing out for the celery rows about six 
inches of top soil and then six inches more, 
keeping them separate. 
I th en tilled Hie 
trenches nearly fu ll w ith top soil, well- 
rotted m anure, 
hen m anure and wood 
ashes, m ixing 
them 
thoroughly. 
The 
trenching w ould not have been necessary 
had the soil been sufficiently deep and rich 
for the roots, w hich run verv deep in good 
soil. W ith exception of th e plants intended 
for w inter, the 
celery was 
banked up 
gradually, as it grew. 
At th e first bank­ 
ing the ground was first loosened w ith the 
hoe,then each plant taken separately in tho 
left hand and put dirt enough close around 
it w ith Ute right hand to hold th e leaves 
together and upright. 
Afterward, more 
earth was brought up to the plants, from 
tim e to tim e, w ith boo and spade. 
The 
plants for w inter w ere dug in early No­ 
vem ber and packed close in a trench otto 
foot w ide and as deep as the plants were 
high. The soil was filled in closo to tho 
plants at the sides, and th e plants covered 
w ith leaves six inches deep. 
In December 
as m any more leaves were put over. 
With 
th is protection th e celery kept w ell.—[The 
Tribune. 


Tho Early Carden. 
Much has been sa ’d about soaking seeds, 
hut if planted dry they w ill sprout as well 
in th e dam p soil as in water. 
P lant the first sw eet corn rather shallow; 
the sun 
w ill 
warm and cause quicker 
sprouting than if deep. 
Cucum bers can be planted under some 
slig h t protection and m ake a gain of two 
w eeks over those planted later. 
Sum m er squash w iil endure cold and can 
be planted early. 
T he early six-w eek s’ bean is more hardy 
and w ill sprout and grow in a lower tem ­ 
perature than th e w ax beans or the lima. 
Seeds of tom ato planted w here the plants 
are to stand w ill be nearly as early as those 
raised under glass. 
Beets w ill not suffer, eveD if the ground 
should freeze a little. 
O nions planted as soon as th e ground is 
dry are safe for a crop; th ey endure a low 
temperature. 
Cabbage and all of th at fam ily are hardy. 
Seeds of lettu ce germ inate at a low tem ­ 
perature. 
Pepper and eggp lan ts m u st have heat to 
do w e ll; they fail to sprout in a cold soil. 
Parsnip, salsify and carrot are safe after 
May I. 
< 
Radish and turnip need to grow quick; 
tbe soil should bo warm and dry. 
Beans, cucum bers and potatoes, once seri­ 
ously cut by frost, w ill not m ake a saiisiac- 
tory growth. 
Judicious use of even a sm all quantity of 
glass for early plants w ill tuako a great dif­ 
ference in the earliness of the garden. 
To guard against loss by frost a succession 
of all crops s p e c ia lly liab le to injury should 
be planted.—[VV. H. B ull. 


Broom Corn Culture. 
Tho ground is carefu lly ploughed, har­ 
rowed and rolled, and betw een the 1st of 
May and th e m iddle of June, planted in 
rows by a horse-power seed planter. 
W hen 
the plant is about tw o inches high it is thor­ 
oughly w eeded; w hen about six inches up 
th e earth is rem oved from th e sides of tho 
rows w ith a sacrificer, and the space be­ 
tw een the rows m ade friable; and when 
the plant is about tw o feet high the earth is 
thrown to the rows w ith a double mould* 
board plough, and it is then leit for the 
brush to develop. In sixty days front plant­ 
ing the brush is fu lly out, and it is then 
broken about tw o feet from the low est 
branches, and after one day it is cut with a 
stem of six o reig h t inches, and taken to the 
com ber or thresher (two revolving spiked 
cylinders), driven by power, aud the seed re­ 
m oved; thence it is curried to the dry-houso 
and placed on slats or polos, in tiers w ith 
one loot space. 
After being dried it is sized 
and packed into bundles ready for m anufac­ 
turing into brooms. 
Broom cont farm ers prefer cutting w hen 
the brush is green, as the green broom is 
more salable titan the red (ripe) brush. 
Ex­ 
perim ents show that th ey are equally dur­ 
able. 
Red or ripe brush exhausts lite soil 
more than w hen harvested early. The tirst 
scrapings of seed are only tit for m anure; 
the second is half as good as oats, and the 
third m akes an ex cellen t feed for horses 
and cattle, and is found to be superior feed 
for m ilch cow s in th e w inter m onths. 
'lite 
haulm , w hen properly cured aud housed, 
m akes a good fonder. 
One bushel of good 
seed w ill plant leu acres of bottom land. 
I never break any brush down that does 
not lop all th e wisps one way. 
I think it is 
best to break the stalk s of the crooked 
brush betw een tho second or third joint 
from the top, as short as it can be w ithout 
breaking it off. T he rest I leave standing 
till a few days before it is fit to cut. 
Then 
I break the stalks toward the rising sun, so 
th at the dew w ill dry off in the morning.

Make marks around the 
cylinder three-eighths of an inch apart, aud 
set th e spikes iii seven 
different rows, 
lengthw ise of the cylinder, so that a whisp 
univ pass betw een tw o teeth. The teetii 
should be bearded, so that they w ill not fly 
out. 
Ti e cylinder is overshot w ith a con­ 
cave. 
Tw o m en hold the handfuls, and 
two others prepare them for threshing.— 
[Southern Cultivator. 


W hen cutting the brush take the stalk in 
one hand, close to th e brush, and cut it off 
with a butcher k n ife th at is not very sharp. 
A knife with a keen edge w ill cut the leaf 
off, w hich bothers. I take all tire leaves off 
the stalk, hold ing th e brush in m y hand 
until I have a handful, laying the brush of 
three or four rows betw een the tw o rows 
iii gavels, ready to p u t on wagon to go to 
drying shed. Brush w ill not grow ta length 
alter it is broken dow n; yet it w ill become 
coarser, and continue to ripen if it is not 
broken entirely off. Every tim e Hie brush 
is handled, keep it straight as you eau con­ 
veniently, as it is a job to straighten when 
it is tangled like hay. 
Tho stalks of each 
brush should not be less than four nor more 
than six in d ies long, as six in lies is tire 
convenient len gth w hen m aking brooms, 
lf the stalks arc m uch longer, they only 
increase the bulk of the broom corn, and 
often require extra labor to cut them of 
conveuieut length before they are worked 
up. 
To thresh it w ith a flail, lay the brush in 
a row on tho barn floor tw o or three stalks 
deep, and place a plank on th e stalks, with 
one edge even w ith the lower end of tho 
brush. Stand on tho plank w hile using the 
flail. Tire object of the plank is to protect 
the .'talks from lasing crushed, as sm ashing 
spoils thorn for brooms. 
Another way of rem oving the seed is w ith 
a bloom corn hatchet, or comb, the teeth of 
w hich are mad'* of iron. s *xVa square, and 
about eigh t Inches long; six inches of one 
end should be drawn to a point, about tw o 
inches of the low er end should be left fu ll 
size. Tile points should be beveled on both 
sides, ie .vfpg te e back side the widest. T he 
j points of th e teeth should be about one-half

IOO pounds. 
At these valuations for tho 
residuum s 1 .2 0 cen ts per pound should be 
deducted from th e cost of the butter, and 
1.37 cents per pound should be added to the 
cost of th e cheese. 
Skim m ed and butter­ 
m ilk are m uch m ore valuable to make into 
cheese or use for various other purposes 
than to use them for feeding to anim als.— 
[A. H. W ard. 


How to M ake a Rain C uage. 
To m ake a rain guage,procure a glasstnbe 
of exactly one inch inside diam eter, and 
tw enty-one inches long. 
Then procure a 
rubber stopper large enough to tit th e bore. 
and crowd it up into .tho low er end three­ 
quarters of an inch; w ith a three-cornered 
file m ark th is tube into inches and tenths, 
com m encing at th e upper end of the stop­ 
per. 
Then have a tin can m ade w ith 
straight sides, and 3.58 inches in diam eter, 
with a hole in the bottom that w ill ju st re­ 
ceive th e glass tuhe. 
To the underside of 
Ute bottom solder 
a socket 
ju st large 
enough to crowd snugly over the glass 
tube, and one inch long. aiel into this 
cem ent the glass tube w ith its upper end 
just even w ith th e bottom . 
Make a stand 
of som e heavy wood, one foot square, w ith 
legs 
lon g 
enough 
so 
th at the lower 
end of the tube w ill 
not com e w ith­ 
in six or m ere inches of tho ground 
and through this stand bore a hole large 
enough to receive the tube and socket, and 
hollow ed out about the socket hole so th at 
the tube can bo clearly seen. T he diam e­ 
ter of the tube w ill be sufficiently near one- 
tenth thai of the can, so th at if a half Inch 
of rain falls in th e can it w ill fill five inches 
of th e tu be; so that th e reading of the 
am ount of water in the tube. divided by 
ten, w ill he th e am ount of rainfall, 
T his 
w ill work up to tw o filches; if more than that 
has fallen the excess w ill rem ain in the tm 
can. 
In this case have another rubber cork 
attached to a handle that w ill close the 
upper end of th e tube, exten d in g one-fourth 
of an inch into it. Close th i , pull out the 
lower cork, and when th e water in the tube 
has run out replace the lower cork i*nd pull 
ou t th e upper one, when the second read­ 
in g can be m ade; and so till th e w hole is 
m easured. 


To Prevent and Cure C anes. 
If the chicks have been troubled with 
gapes in former years, set the coops away 
from the poultry yard this year on fresh, 
well-drained soil. As a further preventive 
use the ointm ent we have before recom­ 
mended, made as follows: One pound lard, 
one ounco liquid carbolic acid, two ounces 
coal oil, one ounce spirits of camphor. Mix 
by m elting the lard and stirring all to­ 
gether. Make the application in the even­ 
ing when the chicks are first put out wilh 
the hen. With tbe tip of the finger apply 
inst enough to moisten the down on the 
head apout tho beak, under the throat, and 
at the vent. Repeat twice or three times 
every ten days or tw'o weeks, lf Hie gape 
worm gets in after using ihose precautions, 
drop a pinch of air-slaked lime in the 
mouth of the chick, or put the affected ones 
iii a box, and a piece of open cloth on the 
box. Plnco air-slaked lime on tbe cloth and 
jar slightly. The chicks will cough and 
sneeze and dislodge the worms. Be careful 
not to give too big a dose aud smother tho 
patients. 


Covering Seeds. 
The proper covering of seeds, after they 
have been deposited in th e drill or row, has 
m uch to do w ith the success of the crop. If 
in covering, th e seeds are buried so deep 
th at the germ (the little plant w ith in the 
seed) cannot re reb tho surface, it dies. 
Though th e seed m ay h ave been perfectly 
good, there w ill be no crop. 
A m ong tho 
various novices for covering seeds in tho 
field, one of tho best is m ade of strong, 
tough tim ber, one inch th ick , about eig h ­ 
teen or tw enty inches long and six inches 
wide, sligh tly curved underneath. 
T his 
board may be attached to any com m on sin ­ 
gle one-horso plough stock, by using th e 
sam e heel bolt th at is used for fasten in g 
on the plough steels. W hen the soil is

rocks, 
stum ps, 
etc., 
th is

lf the soil be of a tenacious na­ 
ture and liable to bake or hardeti after a 
r a in .it is not best to use th is board, but in 
ifii stead a two-pronged or forked plough. 


S eason ab le M em oranda. 
D on’t le t the pork in the barrel g et un­ 
covered. 
Do not bother with the lim a beans until 
the ground gets warm. 
Cabbage seed for th e w inter crop should 
be sown early iii May. 
Cut clover w hen in fu ll bloom , and not 
w et with dew or rain; let w ilt a little and 
draw and pack before the dew falls on it. 
Cut a load or tw o at a tim e and pack tigh t 
in a tig h t mow, bottom, sides and top. as 
near air-tight as possible. Board sides; bot­ 
tom s may I e made air-iightby pasting thick 
paper o\ or thorn, and a top covering of the 
sam e to raise and tov. or, keeping the m ows 
level, and no w eightin g need be required. 
The secret is, keeping the air out u n til the 
clover cures by its own 
inherent heat. 
A haif-Deck of salt to a load of clover is cur­ 
ative. aud a spicing to th e food. Good 
w heat straw m ay be alternated witli layers 
of clover in tho mows, w ith inten t to m od­ 
erate the tem perature, but excludin g air is 
th e greatest requisite to success. 
Be care­ 
fu l to avoid m ouldy straw. 
Tho nest variety of fodder com is the 
ev erg reen sw eet. 
Plant in drills and keep 
clear always. 
Cut up when lit, and dry iii 
field. Bet in posts a suitable distance apart 
and lay a pole on them to set up against. 
Cut and set up a little at a tim e, so as to 
prevent 
m oulding, 
and let stand until 
w anted for th e cattin g box. 
Draw aud ca t 
at suitab le tim e. 
Corn fodder m oulds in 
m ow s aud ruins cows. 
In planting corn, pease and beans it is 
well to out in an extra row to be grown for 
seed only, if it can be done in such a way 
that the various kinds will not mix and hy­ 
bridize. These rows should not be put in 
until the latter part of the month, that 
they may grow rapidly when they do sturt, 
It is not the seed which ripens earliest in 
the year which m aybe looked to for pro­ 
ducing an early growth next year, but that 
which ripens in the least number of days 
after the planting. The e seed rows should 
not be picked from for table purposes, arni 
the earliest ripening seed should be care­ 
fully saved. If this cannot be done, or if 
tho garden is so small that early and late. 
large and small Varieties are liable to in­ 
termix, it is better to abandon all attempts 
to save seed, aud purchase anew each year 


ent th e udder gettin g too full 
Before calving, and ies-en danger of m ilk 
fever or garget. D irections have often been 
g iv en in th e-e colum ns for draw ing the 
m ilk if the udder is very full before th e 
calf drops. 
It is not necessary to craw out 
all that, can fie ol tallied, but take out 
enough to relieve the pressure upon tho 
m ilk glands, as such pressure causes pain 
and pain causes over.

Pulverize and give a tea* 
spoonful with the feed n igh t and m orning 
for a w eek. and then have salt where the 
horse can eat w hat it desires. 
If the first 
adm inistering is not successful after a tim e 
refloat the treatm ent. 
This has proved a 
successfu l rem edy. 
It is easily obtained 
and as easily adm inistered. 
Judge Parry

beauty are th e tw o essen tials to m ake frul- 
sell w ell. 
It m ust please th e eye, or pur 
chaf ers w ill not buy. 
We should bear in 
m ind th a t the more beautiful the object 
th at d eceives us, the deeper and more last­ 
ing the im pression. 
A m ellow seed-bed: Sow early one and a 
half bushel of oats per acre, if the land is 
fertile. 
T he W elcom e or W hite Australian 
is one of the best varieties. 
The Schceuen 
is good. 
T he Black Tartarian is perhaps 
the best side oat. but late and light. 
H enry Stew art rem inds th e readers of th e 
Tim es 
that 
wo do not sow oats early 
enough. 
T he land should be ploughed in 
th e ia li, and prepared as if the seed w as 
then to be sown. 
Then in the spring sow 
directly upon th is soli as soon as the upper 
four inches are free from frost and dry. 
T his generally happens in March in the 
North. 
T hen uso the harrow across tire 
furrows to cover the seed. 
M eadow land hardly gets fair treatm ent. 
An application of m anure to the cereal crop 
w ith w hich the grass seed is sown is usually 
deem ed sufficient for th e t o or three suc­ 
ceed in g crops of hay or clover. 
W ith such 
niggardliness in locoing th e s o il.it is not 
m uch wonder th at the yield does not ex­ 
ceed a ton and a half to th e acre. 
A top 
dressing of w ell-com posted m anure in th e 
early spring w ould give a very different re­ 
sult. 
T he crop m igh t easily be d o u b led ; or, 
if it is not desirable to produce m ore than 
is now grown, th e sam e quantity m igh t lie 
grow n on half th e area of land, and so set 
the other half free for som ethin g else. 
A subscriber w rites th at lie keeps his 
poach trees in a healthy condition by re­ 
m ovin g the earth from Hie roots around tho 
stem in tire m onth of March or early in 
April; if borers are found in the stem they 
are cut out aud destroyed. F lannel or cloth 
is then wrapped around tho low er part of 
the stem , close to tho roots and a foot up­ 
w ards; about tw o pounds of hen m anure is 
then scattered over the roots and the earth 
replaced. 
By being planted on dry ground, 
and follow ing th e above course lor several 
years, his trees have never suffered from 
late spring frosts 
aud yield good crops 
every year. 
Horses frequently have colic at tltis sea­ 
son, resulting from over-exertion, unusual 
fatigue, too rapid eating, indigestion, et". 
The best cure for colic th at I know of, w rites 
a correspondent from Illinois, is turpentine. 
My father heard of this rem edy from team ­ 
sters th at freighted goods from P h iladel­ 
phia to western P ennsylvania, M aryland 
and Ohio, before the days of railroads. T his 
freighting business occupied m any m en. all 
good horsem en, and thev did not fear colic 
or consider it hard to cure, yet they had but 
one rem edy—turpentine. 
I have used and 
recom m ended it for years, and have never 
known it to fail. 
F ill th e palm of your 
right hand with turpentine, w ith vour left 
hand raise the upper lip of th e horse, and 
rub t re turpentine against the gum s and 
the inner side of the lip, 
Also tub Hie 
breast with it. 
Do th is every tw enty m in­ 
utes lit the attack is severe; otherw ise, 
every thirty m inutes u n til a cure is effected. 
There .is no sale for sum ac in the trade, 
unless it is in m arketable shape; it m ust be 
cit ied, ground, bolted and haled, aud after 
all th is is cone, it sells at too low a price to 
pav for long transportation by rail. 
lf one 
eau sell the dried leaves at a tannery near 
by, unground, it may pav to collect them , if 
ho has no more profitable em ploym ent. 
Those products th at can be had for the tak­ 
ing are. as a rule, left to a cheap kind of 
labor that few who have a rec mar occupa­ 
tion care to com pete w ith. I h e principal 
source of tho sum ac th at roaches tho East­ 
ern cities, is V irginia and other seaboard 
States, where it is gathered by the negroes 
and ether Poor people. 
There are m ills for 
grinding and preparing it for m arket at 
Richm ond, and perhaps other cities, w here 
water transportation is at hand. 
W hen the pork has been sm oked, take a 
box or hogshead, put a laver of d e a n tim ­ 
othy hay in tho bottom , on this place a 
layer of th e m eat, then put in another layer 
of hay, next a layer of m eat, and so on till 
the box or hogshead is full, after applying 
the last layer of hay. 
Be careful to have 
the hay dry. Cover th e box tight, and put 
it in softie cool. uvy. airy place, w here the 
cats can get around it. 
An em pty bin iii 
tire granary is the hest place: the cellar 
w ill be too dam p. 
lf the m eat has been 
been properly pickled and sm oked, it w ill 
keep perfectly for ten m onths or more, 
packed down iii this way, w hich is m uch 
nicer and eleanor than packing in salt or 
ashes. 
W hen tho bars and gum s of the horse’s 
m outh sw ell, as th ey often do, un til they 
rise to a level w ith, or everwutry, (he teeth, 
they becom e very sore and m ake it painful 
for the horse to eat, causing him to fall off 
in flesh. T his trouble arises from inflam ­ 
m ation of the gum s, propagated to the bars, 
and is often caused by the young horse 
shedding his teeth, th ough old horses ave 
not free from tills com plaint, as the teeth 
alw ays continuo grow ing in the horse. A3 
a rule, lam pas are not serious, and w ill pass 
aw ay if the patient is put on m ashes and 
light work. 
W hen the sw ellin g is serious, 
and the above treatm ent nut practicable, 
the swelled Darts should be lanced, or Inci­ 
sion made with a sharp knife. The too fre­ 
quent practice of aliow in g Hie blacksm ith 
to burn the sw elled parts with a red-hot iron 
is pronounced brutal and injurious by the 
best authorit.es on veterinary science, Al- 
w avs exam ine th e teeth to see th at som e­ 
th ing has not becom e wedged betw een 
them , causing the inflam m ation.

Not unfrequently, too, a pan­ 
ther will cross his path or cry with peculiar 
effect in the dim. cavern-like hollow of the 
matted tussock-growth. 
On© of the strangest features of all that 
wild country is the abandoned plantation. 
Now aud again you may find it, especially 
along the river, readily distinguishable 
bv the old ridges, whereon the cotton long 
ago grew, but. which now bear large trees. 
The remnant of a cabin is sometimes seen 
aud numerous other traces of a long de­ 
parted agriculture and a vanished domestic 
centre.

As early in the history of Georgia as the 
clays when General Oglethorpe lived on 
St. Simon’s Island, near Brunswick, there 
were plantations set at wide intervals in 
tho rich bottom lands of the Satilla.

The K nights of Labor are stigm atizing the 
diabolic deed of tho A narchists iii sternly 
em phatic language all over the country. 
This country has the right, if any country 
ever had it. to be freo from such outbreaks 
of brutal savagery. Men are freo to speak, 
to write, and to publish here, and tho I allot 
is in every citizen's hand to enforce his 
opinions, if he can got the m ajorit y to agree 
w ith him , amt m ake them the law of the 
land. The excuses made for Nihilism in 
Russia, or for violence else where in Europe, 
cannot bo offered or entertained here. 
There is no autocratic despot, no oinstruc­ 
tive hereditary cham ber, no fettered props, 
no stifled speech hero. And there m ust be 
no assassins tith er. Every true friend of 
popular liberty m ust deplore such deviltry 
as th at inspired by S pies and his fellow- 
m adtnen, not only as in itself suprem ely 
wicked, but as furnishing the enem ies of 
hum an freedom in Europe with a powerful 
argum ent. 
Already the British press is 
ringing the changes on thisChicago tragedy, 
and saying, "W e told you po—the people 
cannot bo trusted w ith liberty.”

despotism in Europe stands firm er for such 
deeds in this country. "Tho people m ust 
be muzzled as we m uzzle them , or they 
will do as they do in America, where they 
are not m uzzled,” is the chuckling com­ 
m ent of the czars and kaizerp. The An­ 
archist is. in reality, the apostle of strong 
governm ent to America. 
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FAR-FETCHED EXPLANATIONS. 
Beware of tho people who draw rapid les­ 
sons and point hasty morals in connection 
w ith the prevailing strikes. 
Here is Hon. 


A b r a m H e w i t t , sensible m an a s h o usually 
is, declaring th at it all comes about because 
of the crushing w eight of Federal taxation. 
But the Sun very pertinently rem arks th at 
—leaving out liquor and tobacco—Federal 
taxation is only about $3 per head. Nobody 
ever struck or rioted for 83 a year. Tho 
Sun, itself, thin k s its tho gold standard, but 
th at at best, only partially explains it. We 
prefer to tak e the facts just as they appear 
rather than to go in search of rem ote 
reasons. And the facts as they appear are 
bobfly th o se: Thousands o f people have no 
work at all. and m any thousands more are 
working for wages and on term s w ith which 
they are not satisfied. In m any cases it is 
not natural th a t they should be satisfied. 
For exam ple, th e Pennsylvania iron ruiners 
are w orking fourteen hours a day and get­ 
ting eighty cents for it. Our neighbor, the 
Record, well says th at this "comes about as 
near to'pauror labor' as any they Lave across 
the w ater.” It is better to look at things 
just as thpy are. There'is no use in going 
all 
around Robin Hood’s barn searching 
for fanciful and far-fetched explanations, 
when the plain m atter-of-fact tru th explains 
tho m atter a great deal better.

THE BRIGHT SIDE OF IT. 


Croaking is chronic w ith some people. It 
m akes no particular difference to them 
w hether things are going very well, fairly 
well, or quite badly, they m ust croak just 
about so often and so m uch. Nowhere does 
tho constitutional croaker put in a more 
regular appearance than in business circles. 
His ominous *waib«i9>ihoard every once in a 
while, Quite rega*dk»s9 of w hether he has 
anything to w ail over or not. II it is not 
one thing it is another that starts his 
periodic croak. 
Business 
prospects are 
going to bo blighted from tim e to tim e. if 
the croaker is allowed to settle it, for vari­ 
ous bad reasons. At one tim e it is political 
excitem ent th at spoils the outlook for h im ; 
if there were no political cam paigns the 
country and the croakers could get along 
all right. The political hash being settled 
over conies a cable despatch saying th at 
cholera is spreading in Spain, and forthw ith 
the croaker files off the handle and foresees 
th at business will be ruined by an epidem ic 
which is3000inilflsaw ayand may never get 
over here a t all. The cholera scare having 
passed 
by along ‘comes another 
cable 
report to the 
effect th at Greece may 
light, and Russia m ay join in,and there may 
be a big war next sum m er, or tho next after 
that. The croaker at once falls to figuring 
on the inevitable disturbance of our foreign 
trade, and business hopes w ither like spring 
buds in a late fro st The first crop reports 
indicate a falling off in the yield of w heat or 
barley, and the croaker condem ns next fall’s 
trade to sluggishness and depression w ith­ 
out w aiting to hear any later returns. If the 
adm inistration is to be changed he sniffs 
stagnation from th at cause, if it is not 
to be chanced then ho sees no hope for 
business u ntil it is. If Congress is not in 
session the croaker prophesies bad tunes 
until it m eets and settles the silver and the 
tariff questions. As soon as Congress m eets 
he is filled w ith despair until it adjourns, 
for fear th a t it will do som ething terrible 
about the currency or the tariff, and as soon 
as it adjourns he is plunged in gloom again 
because it has scattered and done nothing. 
It it is not this thing it is that, and if not 
th at then it is som ething else. A nything 
will do for an excuse. 
From crops to 
cholera reports, and from presidential elec­ 
tions to foreign wars, there is always some 
handy pretext in passing events on which 
he can lay his prophetic finger and say : 
"Behold, this ruins all business and pros­ 
trates all trade.” 
The eight-hour m ovem ent and the strikes 
are the latest texts of the chronic croaker, i transform , 
in 
their 
im aginations, the 


biHties 
of 
the situation. 
They 
figure 
up for us 
the vast Rums being lost in 
wages by striking w orkm en; they say noth­ 
ing w hatever about tho vast sum s already 
being poured back into the com m unity in 
, the form of increased wages conceded to 
thousands of workingm en to avoid strikes. 
Thoy point us to tile uncertainty of business 
iii trades in which strikes are feared, but 
they say nothing of the strong im petus to 
other trades which lias already come by tho 
settlem ent of tile relations between the 
em ployers and their help. 
Above all, the croakers miss, as they 
always do, the m ain drift of the current, 
and m agnify tile evils of tho situation out 
of all proportion to the com m ercial strength 
and business resources of the country as a 
whole. It is a very big country, and it is 
capable of standing a great m any tilings, as ; 
it has stood them in the past, and still be a 
great paying success. If this were Belgium, ; 
or 
Holland, 
or Peru, why, then, 200,- j

even twice 200,000 mon is but as a few ticks 
of tho second-hand on tho clock relatively 
lo the com pleted circuit of tho hour-liand. 
The business outlook of the country is good. 
Tho strikes cannot long or seriously obscure 
tho bright prospect* for every kind of legiti 
m ate Americ an enterprise. Even the croak­ 
ers them selves indirectly confess as much, 
because they are loudly declaring th at in 
the end if wages go up and hours go down 
m arket values and prices will presently 
have to go up. 
Very well, then, why croak 
about it? There is no doubt w hatever that 
labor’s dem ands tor a larger share of the 
total prosperity is a tem porary cruse of con­ 
fusion and uncertainty. 
But why magnify 
its em barrassm ents 
and exaggerate its 
evils, and why attribute to it dam age ami 
danger far beyond anything th at can actu­ 
ally accrue from it? 
W hy not recognize thef.net that, as soon 
as this passing wave of industrial disturb­ 
ance has sui sided, and the em ployers and 
the employed have arrived a t a new and 
perm anent working I ast®, the business of 
the country will have given to it a lift and 
an im pulse 
such 
as 
it has 
not had 
since 
the 
stim ulating 
days 
of 
the 
w ar? 
This 
labor 
question 
has 
been 
coining to a head for a long time. 
Sooner 
or later it had to be settled. Now* it is upon 
us, and the settlem ent m ay bo said to be 
already under way. 
Once settled, the coun­ 
try has plainly before it an era of unexam ­ 
pled business activity and general prosper­

BY ALL MEANS, CALL THE MEETING. 


A portion of our contem poraries, notably 
the New York H erald, seem to fear th at by 
some possibility the proposition now* before 
Congress to call a m eeting of delegates 
from all Am erican nations m ay be adopted. 
But there is no cause for ap D reh en sio n . 
Eveh were a call issued it w ould am ount to 
nothing to the prime m overs. The results 
of the Panama congress are too fresh in the 
minds of all na: ions which participated to 
make a repetition of tho experim ent at all 
injurious, especially as some of the most 
plausible reasons for assem bling that body 
are wliolly w anting today. 
At 
th at 
tim e tho C entral and South 
American republics had just freed them ­ 
selves from the foreign yoke, and against 
the return of th a t yoke they were anxious 
to provide by a league for offensive and 
defensive 
purposes, 
while 
securing 
secondarily various 
com m ercial 
advan­ 
tages. B ut they could not agree. Tho Cen­ 
tral and South A m erican nations in a m at­ 
ter of vital im portance—the m atter 
of 
self-preservation—were by no m eans unani­ 
mous in sustaining the congress,and the en­ 
tire affair fell into ridicule. If there was any 
one thing they all desired it was, or should 
have been, the protection of the United 
States. 
But if the attain m en t of th a t purpose was 
insufficient to bring about success then, 
w hat possible chance could there be for 
satisfactory work of such a congress now*, 
when the m ovem ent has nothing more sub­ 
stantial back of it than the schemes of lialf- 
a dozen W ashington speculators who live 
by their wits? The experience of the Cen­ 
tral and South A m erican republics with 
these dextrous 
m anipulators 
of 
bogus 
claim s and preposterous 
assertions 
bas 
been quite sufficient. 
Chili 
aud Peru 
w ant 
no 
more 
of 
the same sort at 
any price; Braz.il has a pretty tolerable 
notion of their truo inwardness, and Cen­ 
tral Am erica has seen all the cares to. And 
Mexico! How Mexico does love the Yankee 
speculators. H er experience with a certain 
sort of United States patriots during tho 
Toxds troubles, to say nothing of recent 
events, will bo apt to satisfy ail lier crav­ 
ings for a long time. 
Let Congress call tho proposed m eeting of 
delegates. It can do no harm , as no one 
n ill com e; and it m ay do good, as showing 
h o * short-sighted and narrow has been the 
policy which has brought upon the United 
States the com m ercial and social ill-will of 
every' sister nation in. the W estern hem is­ 
phere.

SHALL THE OATH BE ABOLISHED* 


Those who are m aking tho attem pt in the 
Legislature to secure the abolition of th at 
provision in the statutes which declares 
th at “the evidence of a person’s disbelief in 
the existence of God m ay be received to 
affect his credibility as a witness” aro, it 
seems, to m eet w ith a very determ ined 
opposition. Already the battle has begun. 
A w riter who contends for retention of the 
law in its present shape is out in a carefully 
prepared 
argum ent, in which he takes 
ground which is probably substantially that 
occupied by all believers in the existing 
sta tu te: 
E ith er abolish th e o ath altogether, or preserve 
Its sanction. 
T hem can be no m iddle ground 
w ith consistency. 
The smite cannot be both 
C hristian and Infidel at th e sam e tim e, any m ore 
than an individual. 
Besides, in the adm inistra­ 
tion of Justice, to w hich th is law pertains, th e 
State has a sacred duty to perform . 
She cannot 
be liberal w ith tho lives, liberties, and property 
of her people. T here can be no log-rolling in our 
courts. You cannot b arter and trade in the prin­ 
ciples of ju stice aud honesty, any m ore than a 
man's in teg rity or a w om an’s honor may be 
the subject of com prom ise. 
This law tou ch ­ 
ing tile credibility of w itnesses affects not In th e 
slightest p articu lar th e religious freedom of any 
man. On th e contrary, like th e laws against 
profane sw earing, blasphem y, and for tho proper 
observance of th e L ord’s day, it is th e very m eans 
by w hich, in part, th o S tate preserves to all her 
people—C hristi in, H ebrew , pagan and Infidel 
alik e—th e ir liberties, rights and privileges under 
tile C onstitution aud tile law. A theists have th e 
very sam e rights and privileges as any o th er citi­ 
zen, and are en titled to no more. The trouble is 
w ith th e n tse vc3 and not th e law. W hen they 
acquire th e courage of th e ir convictions, and 
fear not to declare th e ir disbelief, they will 
cease to com plain. 
It will bo interesting to watch the dis­ 


cuss on of the question, as it* results will 
in some degree confirm or disprove the 
claim s of the agnostics th at infidelity is on 
the increase in 
Massachusetts. 
Strong 
proton m ust be brought. Those who have 
religious convictions wiii certainly not be­ 
lieve th a t there is any real dim inution in 
the num ber of believers in an overrulm g 
Providence until indisputable evidence bas 
been furnished. Mere sav-so will not cort- 
convince them.

Verily, I say unto lo you, whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of heaven as 
a little child, he shall not enter Therein. 
And He took them up in His arm s and out 
His hand upon them and blessed them .” 
I suppose the blessing took the shape of a 
kiss. 
And w hat richer gift could there he 
than th at the Bps of Jesus should seal the 
little child’s lips? And if it did not bless 
those children, it has blessed us and ail 
that have children, from th at day to this. 
Then, in the ninth chapter also of M ark’s 
gospel. Mark, aiiovo all the Evangels-ts,nar­ 
rates as one th at saw, and therefore his 
statem ents are w ith circum stantiality and

And Ile 
took a child and sat him in the m idst of 
them .” He never seem ed to lose a chance 
to take up a ch iId and Ho never hardly lost 
a chanco to lay His hands on those th at 
were to receive His benediction. He seemed 
to have th at personal sym pathy w ith all 
objects th at were around and near Him. 
that Ho w anted to caress them . "And He 
took a child and sat him in the m idst 
of them , aud w ren He had taken him in 
His arm s lie said unto them , whosoever 
shall receive one of such children in My 
nam e receiveth Me, and whosoever shall 
receive Me, recei.veth not Me, but Him th at 
sent Mo.” 
T he V ery E*«ence of Ood; 
ho says, as it was in Him was also at the 
root in the child and the love and accept­ 
ance of little children is put as the interior 
and peculiar action by which we receive 
God Himself, 
A sm all door the little babe 
is, but it let’s one into great things. 
Well, He goes further than th at in tho 
eighteenth chapter of M atthew ’s gospel, be­ 
ginning with tile first verse: 
“And Jesus called a little child unto

And in the tenth chapter of M athew’s 
gospel shall find this: “ Ami whosover shall 
give to drink unto one of these little ones a 
I cup of cold w ater only, in the nam e of a 
I disciple, verily I say unto you, he shall in 
I no wise lose hts rew ard. 
Tile slightest 
servil e to an unrequiting babe shall not go 
undiscerned or unrew arded by tho God of 
all children. 
And finally *in the eighthcenth chapter, 
again, of M atthew ’s gospel we find a declar­ 
ation still more rem arkable: ‘T ak e heed 
th at ye despise not one of these little ones, 
for I say unto you th at in heaven their an- 
f'ds do always behold the -face 
of my 
d th er which is in (leaven.” Guardian a n ­ 
gels. undoubtedly, was lite thought. To be­ 
hold the face of the king, in tile oriental 
idea, was tho sum m it of glory, the greatest 
honor th at could bo conferred. Christ 
says tile angels th at have c no of little 
children have perm anently bestowed upon 
them tins exaltation. They always celloid 
tim face of God. 
Now tako these altogether, and reflect on 
what John says, th at if all Christ said and 
j did were to he w ritten in books, the whole 
I world could not contain thorn—the fruitful- 
] ness of Christ as represented 
by John. 
I There m ust have been hundreds of other 
instances of C hrist’s tenderness iii regild 
to little children. There can be uo doubt, 
therefore, on that subject. He found tho 
Jew s instructed already as rega ds the 
bringing upof children,and therefore there 
was very little added to tile national knowl­ 
edge on til Ab subject. For the Jew s were 
from the earliest day of their 
Com plete Jia tlo n allly Em inent 
not alone 
am ong 
O riental 
people, but 
am ong all m odern people, for the great 
tenderness and love shown to children in 
the fam ily, but em inent to this day tor the 
care which they take iii the education of 
their children, and in teaching them , as 
far as it is possible in their earliest days, 
tile ways of life and righteousness. So that 
it scarcely was necessary to teach in that 
direction. But He infuse.! into the c.rcle of 
child-life a charm that never can he appre­ 
ciated by those that only look upon the out­ 
ward and not the invisible and spiritual. 
As an ador, conscious and voluntary, a 
child is nothing. He is wholly acted upon 
as a i a>e new horn. It is true he breathes, 
aud th at the blood circulates. T hat is all 
there is of it. 
He does not think. Ile has 
no emotion. Ho has no will. Ile has no 
sig h t lie has no hearing. He has no ca­ 


pacity ior 
motion 
or for activity. 
Ho 
is waiting to he born. From the m arket 
view we 
gtw therefore nothing th a t is 
worth w hat it can do in commerce. 
Value 
fro m secular service, th ere is in little c h il­ 
d re n n o n e ; unless it bollito infernal value 
which come* from drugging them to m ake 
thorn objects of compassion by beggars. 
Now, Christ, instead of m easuring tho 
value of children from any of the lower 
standards bv which wo m easure genius and 
skill and ccnirm r DI objects, lie m easured 
the v due of children from a transcendently 
higher point of view, 
Upon a celestial 
scale he me sured them , and in hi® m easur­ 
ing their value is inestim able. W hat chil­ 
dren are. measured outside of God’s m oral 
kingdom , we all very a ell know. Science 
has very little except biology and physiology 
to do with them . 
Science speaks of 
the origin of hum an beings, and knows but 
little of that. The slow growth, the bring­ 
ing down of trait* of their ancestors’ chil­ 
dren are narrowed hieroglyphics; they are 
tim inscriptions, or rath er they are w hat 
they were in r a n who lived long before 
them . The trace backward of the constitu­ 
ents of a child einnes invest g tion. As an 
exquisitely w rought golden necklace, when 
finished, is the a I m iration of all eyes, yet 
who can pick the single pal tid e s of gold 
th at are in it, which tam e <iown the 
stream s, were collected, and finally reduced 
to this particular form ? 
W ho can tell 
w hether it is from father, or m otlier, or 
grandm other, or grandfather, or still other 
anet s.era, this or th a t or th e other trait or 
shade, the light or tho dark in them , cam e? 
They travelled down a long track before 
they em erged into individual hum an life. 
Tho profoundest m ystery yet is the origin 
of child life. It is an unexplored history. 
T h* Suhlliii*«t K « iu lti 
often are there, and yet not a step can we 
trace with definiteness backw ard and to 
know tho cause of which this is the little 
effect. The future beam s with revelations 
in their behalf. The past of each child. Hie 
collected particles, who can guess, who 
knows 
anything a out it? 
The great 
sphynx, standing alone in Egypt, half > uried 
in tire sand, w hat m ind conceived that, 
w hat hand carved it? S ta n d in g ^ lone mess 
am id desert sands. 
W hat has it to say for 
itself, and who shad sneak for it. Y et every 
cradle lias a sphinx, more unreadable and 
more mysterious tliau the old sphinx of the 
desert. 
It is chiefly this future which parents 
brood. A m other's heart is a m iracle. She 
sees w hat is not there. Silo creates wha 
she sees. rear, ates is when a breath blows 
it all away. Him loves w hat has no lovable 
quality.The child is a m ere prophecy. These 
feet snail yet walk. but not now. These 
eyes shall see, but now* they sleep. These 
hands shall work, or caress, or carve, or 
carry tim sword, Put they are helpers now. 
"M ary k-pt all these tilings, but pondered 
them in her heart," is true of ever)- Mary, 
and of every other nam e by which tho 
m otlier is known. Sh© ponders tbe m iracle 
of tho babe and is herself another miracle, 
creating the life whicii is to come and 
which 
is 
purely 
H ie 
m yth 
of 
the 
im aginations. 
The 
tilings 
spoken 
by 
tlio 
angels of the Messiah, she of the 
m otherhood of Jesus pondered; Ihe redem p­ 
tion of Israel; but every m other is a Mary 
and ponders; the little traveller knocking 
at tile door of life or sleeping in the hospi­ 
table cradle, ponders, b u t never learns 
The unw ritten poetry of a m other’s heart 
would give to tile world a literature beyond 
all printed words, and w hat a book! 
W ho would believe me if I were to say 
th a t children were the root of all civiliza­ 
tion. 
W hen we talk about civilization 
springing from industry, from commerce, 
from institutions of learning, 
from the 
gospel itself—wily, < hildren are the begin­ 
ning of all civilization. 
W hen men sprang forth and began the 
long m arch tow ard civilization, a little 
C h ild , him self ignorant of the way, led 
them . 
Who will not be startled to hear 
th a t God taught the rare by the cradle be­ 
fore He taught It hy priest or prophet? 
That not from Zion, nor the tabernacle, nor 
Bom the tem ple itself cam e the influences 
th a t have redeem ed the race from anim al­ 
ism. 
E very C riidle U hs in I t 
both M ount Zion and the soul of Mount 
Zion, and the only in terp ret tion of Calvary 
itself is In the cradle which inspires the 
parent life. The very moral qualities winch 
distinguish the good from the had. all the 
fidelities, the effluences of love, were de­ 
veloped in m an; yea, anterior to his ex­ 
istence on earth, the higher form s of the 
anim al 
life, from 
tho 
love in which 
parents take care of their offspring. The 
joy of the parental love can never be draw n. 
No one can take statistics of these golden 
moments. They till the house. It is a pure 
joy lh it we ha ve in tho consciousness of 
our children. It is not the joy of tho ban­ 
quet, nor tho ecstasy of anything origi­ 
nating in

love, which is coarse 
even

happiness,

in term itten t It is often clouded; it lies 
upon the edges of the ocean as the oyster 
lies, the rudest and Homeliest of ail living 
tilings, mid yet when opened, behold the 
pearl.

troubles and disfigurations of 
living to­ 
gether, the jealousies, tho fears, th e treach­ 
eries, the angers, the sullen doubts, behold 
the pearl conies, ami it is w orth having 
lived for, to have so dear and beauteous a 
thing.

We pass through the 
dream of early love when all is paradaisi- 
cal. and at last, according to the old m yth, 
we fall; we fall when we discover th at our 
angel was hum an. 
It was a pure and per­ 
fect diamond. Ains, some day th ere are 
flaws found in it. Thenceforth we bear and 
forbear, we suffer, th at we may love. Not 
so the cradle. 
There is no dross in th at 
gold; there is no commerce there; there is 
no giving aud taking. The heart, 
L ik e a Sm itten B o c k 
flows a pure and undim inished stream , even 
in the deserts of poverty.

Children are more to men than 
tho church or the tem ple: they are the very 
foundations on which now our religious in­ 
struction is founded, and we work bv those 
great natural instincts and im pulses into

enlightenm ent aud salvation of m ankind. 
They 
are 
the 
very altar 
on 
which 
God 
kindles our 
best affections, and, 
when parents are loving their children they 
are nearer to God than at any other tim e, for 
"their angels do always stand before the 
face of God,” and they th at stand in the 
angels’ place, loving them , are next to God 
in those hours, and th© purest joys, and Hie 
deepest, and the most enduring, and the 
most cleansing, are the joys th at spring 
into parental hearts in the presence of their 
dear little children.

It is now tho season of the year when we J 
begin to spruce up around our premises and \ 
put on the airs of spring. A few well- j 
timed rem arks upon m atters of .general in- j 
terest to housekeepers, coming from one 
who understands fully what he is talking 
about, may be beneficial, lf they are re­ 
ceived in the proper spirit my object will 
have been attained. All I care for is to fur­ 
nish all tho inform ation I can aud do all j 
the good I can. Life is mado up of these j 
little acts of kindness, and to be well in- | 
form ed, and then to be able to spread th at 
inform ation around all over the country In 
such a way aa to am eliorate the condition 
of our race, is a m ost fortunate thing for 
the possessor and a great boon to those who 
m ay be the recipients of th at inform ation. 
A good, durable whitewash may be mado 
by slaking pure lime with salt and a light 
solution of water. Mix w hile cold and 6tir 
gently while boiling, so th at it will not 
burn on. Let it stand ten m inutes and then 
carefully skim it. lf it does not settle 
readily drop in the yolk of on egg. Do not 
put glue in your whitewash in order to 
m ake it stick. It is a great m istake to unite 
glue or baking powder w ith whitewash 
th a t is to be used on the wails or ceiling of 
a parlor. 
A gallon of m ilk will Improve a large 
quantity of whitewash, but the cream may­ 
be taken off before the m ilk is used. To 
apply whitew ash on a ceiling is not a dilfi- 
cu lt process, and m any people pay a pro­ 
fessional when they m ight do it equally 
w ell them selves. 
Take a w hitewash brush of about tile 
m edium height and dip it in the liquid 
preparation. N ext carefully rem ove the 
surplus by gently pressing th e brush against 
the side of the pail. You can then stand on 
th e piano and apply the solution to the ceil­ 
ing. a little a t a tim e, lf you do this, how­ 
ever. do not forget and stop forward into 
th e works of th e piano or set the pail on the 
strings white you are at work. After you 
have been at work for a few m om ents and 
get your 


S l f u r i W e ll F itted 
W K Ii W h ite w a s h , 
you may em pty them back into the pail, 
th u s saving tho surplus, which otherwise 
m ight be wasted. Care should bo used in 
spattering oil paintings and bric-a-brac on 
the walls. Som e oil paintings look better 
spattered w ith w hitew ash, while others do 
n o t For this reason a keen discrim ination 
is necessary, and ©very m an may not suc­ 
ceed with the brush. 
W hitewash m ay bo rem oved from the eye 
by the judicious use of m uriatic acid, which 
cuts the lime and parities the eye itself, re­ 
m oving any an I rn ail substance also th a t 
m ay have fallen into the socket, including 
the eye itself. 
Maple sugar may bo m ade by squeezing 
th e juice out of tim m aple tree aud boiling 
it down to about ll ie consistency of the 
spring poem. The m aplo tiavor is not injurious 
to the taste, arid does n o t interfere with the 
popularity of this ju stle celebrated dope for 
th e bot pancake. 
Much m aple syrup and 
sugar grow in Verm ont, and I have often 
wondered w hat becomes of this healthful 
beverage. W hy m aple syrup, made from 
th e juice of the m aple tree, should not find 
its way into th© channels of trade is more 
than I can understand. 
A cheap and tasty window curtain may 
be made of the finest batiste, cut the proper 
length and then decorated w ith painted 
flowers. Most any lady can readily paint 
these flowers in any cosign, or at least a 
great many seem to th in k they can. The 
flowers m ay be any variety which fancy 
m ay dictate, such as corm Bowel's, daisies, 
pond lilies or forget-me-nots, and, if they 
do not look just right, they may be erased 
w hile still green by boiling the curtains in 
a solution of benzine and turpentine, say 
two parts of the former to ninety-eight of 
the latter. 
A design to which my atten tio n has been 
recently called consists of 


A V a lo u r. I ai 
Flo*ver, 
composed by a young lady w ho is destined 
to m ake ber m ark some day, unless some 
one interferes. She has already made her 
m ark in several places in fact, but these 
flowers certainly deserve som ething more 
th an a m ere passing notice. They are not 
copied from th e monotonous and tedious 
uniform ity so much affected in nature, but 
they stand out by them selves and attract 
th e attention at once, because of th eir bold 
originality.

tiresom e, she has con­ 
structed a Bower th at is a cross between a 
rose cancer aud a ginger cooky. It grows 
on a perpendicular stem, th at looks like a 
dark green bat-rack w ith buds on it, th at 
rem ind the enraptured spectator of an ag­ 
gravated felon on a dark red thum b, just 
peeping o ut of a pale green, w eather-beaten 
bandage. 
Nothing so bold in conception or so 
utterly free from conventionality has.come 
w ithin my range of observation for Tear*. 
T he inflam m atory condition of the blossom 
itself, the bold and m athem atically per­ 
pendicular poise of the stem, and the early 
stages of eruption visible in the complex­ 
ion of the bud, challenge the adm iration of 
th e philanthropist and the board of health. 
It stands out as a work of art, alone and 
safe from im itation. It certainly bas never 
been successfully im itated by nature, aud I 
do not th in k it ever will be. W hile nature 
loves to give us freaks now and then, I may 
Bafely say th a t she will never furnish us 
w ith a flower like this, a flower th at looks 
as though it had been nailed on the pa­ 
ren t stem w ith shingle nails, while the 
foliage, it would seem, was cut out of sheet 
iron and riveted to the cu rtain by the hand 
of a m aster. It is one of those meek-eyed, 
fragile blossoms of the vale, th at you could 
successfully use in beating out a m an s 
brains.

house beneath his overcoat. Bung carelessly 
over his arm . when lie knows th at it is 
really for his wife’s sake tjiat ho really 
smokes at all. She com pares the price of 
these cigar, m aking no allow ance for their 
flavor, w ith the sum s expended on tile 
children’s pinafores and school books. All, 
lf she only knew I W ith m any m en sm ok­ 
ing is m erely a m atter of 
treatm en t 
Owing to a lack of proper supervision, we 
acquire the habit at school: and when 
we 
reach 
m an’s 
estate 
we put our­ 
selves In the doctor’s hands. It is for 
him to decide w hether it would l>e safe 
for us to give up smoking. 
If he thinks it 
would, there is not—I speak from h e a rsa y - 
one man iii tw enty who would not bow to 
the decision. 
In the vast m ajority of cases 
the doctor’s judgm ent is th at when o m e n 
habit is thoroughly acquired it is trifling 
w ith one’s organic system to give it up. 
That, some persons can fling oft a bad habit 
w ithout senouslv dam aging their health is 
well known; but there is alw ays a risk. The 
question at once resolves itself to this: Are 
we prepared to take th a t risk? 
This m ust 
depend on circum stances, If we are not 
bound by fam ily ties, and a break-up of the 
system orth affects ourselves, then we may 
m ake the experim ent w ith a clear con­ 
science. 
It is different, however, when we have a 
wife and family dependent on us. 
Iii thai 
case we m ust think first of them , and w hat 
m ight be their late if we tam pered rashly 
w ith our constitution. 
Ju st as there are 
m en who continue to sm oke because, hav­ 
ing got into the habit in their youth, their 
medical adviser w arns them against giving 
it up. so there are others who take to it with 
tim one object of preserving their health. 
The non-smoker m ust m ix with smokers. 
It may be objected that this is not necessary. 
I am, however, conceiving the case of an 
unselfish m an w ith a wife to support. By 
keeping out of the com pany of sm okers he 
seriously interferes w ith the success of his 
business, for he loses m any opportunities of 
pushing it and acquires the reputation of 
being an unsocial fellow. So long as he is 
unm arried this does not much m atter, but 
the m arried m an is am bitious for bis w ile’s 
sake, Ins expenses are increased, and it is 
his duty to let slip no honorable m eans of 
adding to his income. 
I anticipate the sug­ 
gestion th at he could m ix in the company 
of sm okers w ithout sm oking 
himself. 
Many non-smokers have tried it and kept 
to it in the pluckiest way till their health 
was completely shattered. 
Any medical 
m an will tell you th at to inhale tobacco 
sm oke from other people’s pipes or cigars, 
when you are not a sm oker yourself, is to 
com m it gradual suicide. It is quite a com­ 
mon thing for a man to tak<* to smoking de­ 
liberately because it adds to his w orking 
power. In this way tobacco is a m arvel; 
for, if the tem peram ent be naturally slug­ 
gish, it warm s it into activ ity ; and if in its 
norm al slate tim tem peram ent be irritable or 
over-active, t-bo one thing to soothe it is a 
pipe. Among men this is almost univer­ 
sally adm itted. (Scotchmen note a some­ 
w hat sim ilar effect in whiskey.) Some men, 
of course, feel the beneficial effect of sm ok­ 
ing more than others, and hence the differ­ 
ence in the consum ption of tobacco. It is 
not an unusual thing for a m an of an ab­ 
norm ally sluggish or abnorm ally active tem ­ 
peram ent to smoke a pipe, or even a cigar, 
before beginning his day’s work. He would 
prefer not to do so, nut he finds th at it pays. 
A n u m b er of literary men smoke simply to 
m ake an income. They have learned th at 
with a pipe in their m ouths thoughts not only 
come more readily, but in better order, and 
ttiat, while it is often difficult to get the 
proper word if they are not smoking, it runs 
to the point of the pen the m om ent they 
"light up." Psychologically this is most in­ 
teresting. and the reason wom ankind cannot 
grasp it probably is th a t psychology is not. 
u n fo rtu n ately , taught in ladies’ seminaries. 
Smoking is a great Safeguard against in­ 
fectious diseases... J t is.only by reading up 
the subject fcciontitidally in m edical treat­ 
ises th at one t horoughly gets to understand 
the thousands of risks of this kind th at we 
run every day. In the country, during the 
sum m er m onths, when men are on their 
holidays, they look forward to having a 
tem porary respite from sm oking. 
Then it 
does

m atter how the 
tem peram ent 
is; 
living 
so m uch 
in 
the 
open 
air, 
the 
sm oking 
of 
other 
persons 
bas 
little 
effect upon 
them , and there is loss danger of infection. 
It is to keep off the flies th ai men sm oke a t 
the seaside and on the hills. T heir own 
w eatherbeaten countenances can stand the 
Hies; but these little demons would not 
only spoil the sum m er for Cur susceptible 
wives and sislers and children, but would 
disfigure them as w ell T hat is w hat a man 
cannot endure. 
You may have seen picnics 
on the river or among, the fields, with all the 
men sm oking, and the ladies standing quite 
near them. 
W ith many men. sm oking is 
m erely an excuse for staying at home. 
A 
m an looks foolish of an evening doing noth­ 
ing. 
Yet he is too tired to do much. A 
cigar supplies the am ount of labor he re­ 
quires, and he does not mind the trouble of 
sm oking it so long as it enables him to stay 
ai home w ithout lots of dignity, and look 
over it adm iringly, and 
yet 
undem on­ 
stratively at his wife. Should a m an with 
a sm all income bo an epicure, or naturally 
of an irascible tem per, it will greatly add to 
the happiness of Ills home if ho compels 
him self to smoke. 
And at present, when 
tim es are so bard as to effect everyone more 
or less, a cigar is a cheap and excellent sub­ 
stitute for expensive am usem ents.

The Rice Gets the Bulge en Si and 


Makes Itself toe Numerous. 


Why One Man .Got 24 Hours in the 
Guard House During; the War.

It would have bern very strange, indeed. 
if Si lvlegg, of tim Two H undredth Indiana, 
had not grum bled loudly and frequently 
about the food that w as dished up to him 
by the company cooks.

schem e our support, for the reason there are 
a g re a t m any things th at a w om an stands 
m ore in need of know ing than how to paint 
long-legged butterflies on window shades 
and yellow crockery. 
If an effort is made 
to fouud a school for the purpose of teach­ 
ing the softer se>; bow to carry az^um brellu 
on tin street, we will rem ove the surcingle 
w hich encircles our plethoric pocket-book 
and deposit tifty cents in* the contribution 
box w ithout betraying a single trem or of 
excitem ent. 
A woman w ants to know this. E ver since 
the um brella was invented she has tilled 
the soul of man w ith terror every tim e site 
appeared on a crowded thoroughfare with 
one of the dangerous weapons iii her hands. 
8he holds an um brella directly in front of 
her. and charges a crowd with the cool 
daring of a Richard Cmqr de Lion, and 
when she dashes through it her wake is 
strew n with crum pled lints, dism antled 
cars and 
punctured eyes. 
N ever has 
she been known to turn her um brella 
either to one side or the other in order

more art schools. T here are already too 
m any of them . W hat we need is a training 
school, and we are w illing to increase our 
original subscription to a dollar rig h t now.

ical, incoherent language.

W ilder and wilder be­ 
comes the scene, until it ends in com plete 
exhaustion. The m en wipe th© stream ing 
perspiration from their sooty faces. The 
women arrange their disordered clothing. 
The lights are put out and the joyful season 
is over. 
These scenes not only occur in the coun­ 
try. but in the larger cities. 
With the 
negro, religion m eans excitem ent. 
W ith­ 
out em otion and uproar It is to him w ithout 
form and void. 
The second com m ingling of souls is the 
baptism al ceremony. 
This alw ays brings 
a sw arm of

scene. 
A sm all stream is selected, or 
the shallow portion of a river. 
Amid 
trium phant singing the preacher walks 
solem nly into the w ater until it covers his 
stom ach. Clothed in long gowns, the con­ 
verts enter, are seized by the preacher, and 
plunged beneath the muddy waves. 
I 
have seen more than one fem ale subject re­ 
fuse to leave the w ater after the preacher 
had loosed his grip, ared continue to duck 
ber head under, at the im m inent risk of au 
untim ely death. In this em ergency two of 
the lusty brethren would dash In and pull 
her out vi et arm is, bedraggled, but happy. 
The greatest diversion of the entire sea­ 
son is the cam p m eeting. I shall never for­ 
get "ne th at I attended some m ouths ago. 
It was a beautiful afternoon when I got into 
the buggy and drove off. There was not a 
cloud to obscure the glory of the sky, aud 
gentle 
breezes 
wove strange 
melodies 
through the m eeting branches of the lofy 
pines. Our way led through a lovely stretch 
of country, past cosy farm houses, nestling 
neath trees and vines, past laughing rivu­ 
lets playing w ith 
their own 
shadows, 
and 
over 
woodland 
roads 
melodious 
w itn song. Sometimes a bird of brilliant 
plum age would tilt like a vagrant sunbeam 
through the dense soft shade. 
80 curving 
was the road th a t it would seem at tim es us 
if onr journey would abruptly end, a sturdy 
arm y of trees seem ing to bar our progress; 
but as we approached they would open 
ranks and allow us to pass through. The 
cam p ground was abouk six n lies from the 
city, and in the shape of a quadrilateral.

Some of these would not allow a person 
over five feet in height to enter save in a 
stooping position. The floor and bedding 
wore of pine straw . These were for the de­ 
votees. 
The preachers, six in num ber, 
lodged in a more pretentious domicile. In 
the centre of this square was a large roofed 
structure, open at the sides. 
At each cor­

sm ell of fried bacon vexed the air. Iro m 
the fire w here the preachers’ m eat was 
being prepared cam e the appetizing odor of 
fried chicken. 
A lter supper a'G abrielic horn was blown, 
and Hie w aiting throug gathered at Hie 
tabernacle. The usual singing, preaching 
and 
praying followed, some 
of

telligent and thoughtful, hut 
most* of

sense. 
There 
was 
an 
open space in 
front of the pulpit, upon which had been 
throw n pine grass. This was for the m ourn­ 
er*.and in they piled pell-mell, m en,women, 
and children.som e half drunk,some hysteri­ 
cal—all seeking, as they thought, for eternal 
life. 
To the w rithing iii ana out of supple 
bodies.as near as I can recollect, the follow­ 
ing hym n was one of those sung:

Sportsmen Who Hasten Down East 
to Enjoy the Season. 


B a n g o r, May 8.—From this tim e u ntil 
late in the fall of the year, eastern Maine 
will be thronged with enthusiastic fisher­ 
men, Intent on m aking good catches of 
river and land-locked salmon, black bass, 
trout or perch. 
These fish arc here in 
abundance, having been protected bv wise 
gam e laws, faithfully executed by compe­ 
tent wardens, until they have so m ultiplied 
as to afford strong inducem ents to sports­ 
m en from all sections of the country. To 
Fish Commissioner Stilw ell and his asso­ 
ciates is due the p r e s e n t flourishing condi­ 
tion of the lakes, ponds and rivers in 
Maine, and, from their large experience 
and perfect knowledge of tile contents of 
them , any inform ation they m ay give m ust 
be of great value. 
T he grounds w here tho greatest success 
has been m et w ith in taking the salmon 
with a fly are w ithin the lim its of this city, 
about one m ile and a half from the business 
portion of it. Indeed, one can walk on the 
city thorough fart s to the banks of the river, 
and, stepping into a boat, with a few vigor­ 
ous strokes, find him self on one of the best 
fishing grounds in the United States.

T his is new to m any lovers of fishing, even 
residents of this State, and a word of ex­ 
planation will ne proper here. Commissioner 
Stilwell says th at only a sm all percent, of 
fish, either in pond, lake or river, take 
a bait or 
tiv at 
any tim e. 
W ere it 
otherw ise 
the 
fish 
in 
thickly 
settled localities would be exterm inated. 
This being the case, it became neces-ary to 
m ake the supply of fish large enough, so 
th at tho per cent. of fish taking fiy or bait 
would enable the fishermen to m ake good 
catches. Therefore, a "park” was estab­ 
lished at Bucksport, on 
the 
Penobscot, 
eighteen miles down river, and hatching 
houses at convenient places through tho 
Blate. In tIsis park, which is an enclosed 
body of water, some 500 salmon are placed 
each year. They are purchased alive of 
fisherm en, who catch them in weirs and 
from them are taken eggs for the hatching 
houses. From Hie latter places the young 
fish are taken to such bodies of w ater as it 
is desirable to stock. 
Professor. Baird of 
W ashington, and many of the States in­ 
terested in tim increase of fish. Join tile 
M aine commissioners, sharing the expense 
and taking away a portion ot the eggs. 
As 
the fish increased eat h vear it became evi­ 
dent tiia tth e theory of Mr. Atkins was a cor­ 
rect one. Now and m en some one would re­ 
port the catching of a salmon when angling 
for some other fish, and public interest was 
fu rther excited when it became known 
th at Mr, Stilwell, in experim enting, had 
H ooked T w elv e In n liny. 
Last season Mr. Fred Ayer of this city, 
noting the fact th at salmon were running 
in tile river, determ ined to try them . The 
result was such as to set agog ov. ry fisher­ 
man in town, and soon the river below the 
dam was dotted with boats containing those 
anxious to catch a salmon. 
The gear was of poor quality in m any 
cases, nearly all were novices at the busi­ 
ness, and of course there were more fish 
lost than caught; yet thirty-nine large fish, 
weighing lrom tw elve to tw enty pounds 
each, were laken out before t tie se 'Son was 
over. W ith the experience of last year, and 
good lackle, there will no doubt be hun­ 
dreds of fish caught this season. 
On Friday, April .80, Mr. F. W. Ayer, a 
leading lum ber m erchant 
here, took a 
beauty weighing tw enty-four pounds with 
a tty. On Saturday and Sunday more were 
caught, and on Monday night, when tile 
fishermen cam e down from the grounds 
exhibiting their fish, the town wa3 throw n 
into a statu of excitem ent. One gentlem an 
took five of these fish iii one day, and 
that too surrounded by other fishermen, 
m aking good catches. T he banks along 
the river, both above and below the dam 
are clear, and the handling of a fish, pro­ 
viding a person knows how to do it, is an 
easy m atter, th at is; easy when the gam e­ 
ness and strength of a salm on is con­ 
sidered.

Milo .Junction a road runs in some tw enty 
m iles to the K atalidin Iron W orks. Near 
by the term inus is situated a good hotel, 
and, w ithin a few miles, can be found fif­ 
teen ponds teem ing with trout.

I there. In one day a person can get a good 
string, w eighing from one to three pounds 


I each. At night he goes ashore, and on a 
“clearing” finds a fram e house, owned by a

W hat Is true of the salm on fishing here is 
equally true of the St. Croix river, and 
would be so a t Dennysville did not the 
natives spear and net every fish th at comes 
there, thus destroying the young th at would 
retu rn the follow ing season. 
About Bangor, thv\t is, w ithin fifteen 
m iles accessible by team , and in some cases 
by 
rail, arb num erous poilus. 
Among 
them , Pushaw, Phillips’ and Heed’s ponds 
are the most noted for th eir fish. Pushaw 
is seven m iles from Bangor, and contains 
black bass, caught with cither bait or fly, 
as well as perch and pickerel. Tennis can 
be driven to its shore, rowboats or sailboats 
taken, and successful fishing indulged in ot 
any part of it. One day a gentlem an and 
his wife caught nearly forty black bass. 
O rdinarily bait is used for the perch, 
and sm all shiners or other live fish for the 
bass. 
Frequently an extra am ll w hite 
perch would be taken from a hook, put on 
to a larger one, and used 
T * L o re the A gile B ai*. 


Although the places spoken of m ay be 
unknown to the vast m ajoritv of fisherm en, 
the saiiie cannot be said of grand old Moose- 
head lake. H ither come year alter year 
people trom all over the country, to view its 
scenery, bieathe its pure, invigorating air 
and catch trout in its sparkling willers. 
Mi n whose faces are fam iliar to State and 
W all streets, m erchants wiio.se nam es are 
known ail over New E ngland, clergym en, 
senators, as we l as a host of pleasure-seek- 
ers, are as regular in their coming and their 
going as the seasons. Book after book has 
been w ritten on its beauties, its fish and its 
game, hundreds have w ritten to the press 
about it, yet no one ever bas, ami no one 
ever can, tell of al! its wonders. Its pleas­ 
ures are w ithin the reach of all, as one can 
find sport bere ut a m oderate cost, or can 
find 
opportunities to lighten a

purse.

fishing is superb, and he 
m ust be

m ake a catch worth boasting about. The 
facilities are ample. On the lake, which is 


A t Pushaw are located good accommo­ 
dations for ladies and children, and m any 
parties visit it from surrounding towns. 
Pickerel are plenty here, but little attention 
iB paid to them save in winter, the sport 
with perch and bass being preierred, 
In Reed’s pond, fifteen m iles from Bangor, 
on the Ellsworth read, accessible either by 
rail or team , can be found as fine a breed of 
land-locked salmon as the most enthusias­ 
tic fisherm an couiu desffe. In size they run 
from two to twelve pounds, the average be­ 
ing five pounds. Mr. IV. O. Colomy, a lead­ 
ing clothing dealer bere, lies just returned 
from this place, bringing one weighing ( 
seven pounds, caught witl^ gear weighing 
eight ounces. The best tim e to fish here is 
when there is a slight breeze blowing, caus­ 
ing a ripple on th e water. Here also can 
lie 
caught 
largo pickerel, sm elts and 
fine white perch. Phillips’ pond Is con ne t- 
ed wii h Reed’s, but tire elevation of one 
is considerably greater th ru tile other. 
Near Phillips’, on a county road, there is a 
good public house, and boats are kept for 
hire at a point near by. This pond was one 
of the earliest to receive the attention of 
tho fish commissioners, they putting in a 
liberal supply of black bass. 
l’bese have 
m ultiplied, until today excellent sport can 
be bad. 
Aside from common report, these places 
have a m agnificent indorsem ent iii the 
fact th at tlie inveterate poacher, he th at 
would rather gain one fish in a surreptitious 
m anner than one dozen bv lawful means. 
frequent these ponds nay and night, and 
-av/ the utm ost vigilance on tho part of 
the~ofli era hold him in check. The fishing 
grounds mentioned, are guarded against 
the depredation of poachers at an expense 
of 8600 a year. Every night when tlie city 
is asleep, faithful men patrol m e I auks, 
and woe be to tile men w ho, with net or 
spear, would attem pt the capture of a 
salmon. 
The desire to catch fish seems to be in­ 
stinctive in m ankind, and in boy kind, too, 
and of all fish th - trout seems to have a 
stronger attraction for the fisherm an th an 
any other. His natural beauty, the delicate 
flavor of his flesh, espe ially when tin t 
taken from the water, aud above all the

By being quiet is m eant that 
he should not move about, drop anything 
into the water, or strike in any way the 
side of Hie boat or canoe in sncli a m anner 
as to cause a jar. Fish have no external e.ar 
arid their sense of hearing, if they have any, 
is far from acute. Therefore, talking, sing­ 
ing, or even the discharge of a rifle, will 
not disturb them , while the dropping of 
an oar will m ien send a wffiole school

Sir —Mr. Janvier’s query, "W hy the play­ 
ers on this side of the ’pond’ elect to play 
under McCulloch’s rules iii preference to 
Ja n v ier’s.” may be answered very briefly. 
Should a player inadvert ntly touch or 
adjust a piece w ithout giving previous 
notice to his opponent, the penalty, accord­ 
ing to Janvier, is instant forfeiture of Hie 
game. 
This is generally c< nkidered too 
stringent a law ; under McCulloch’s m ilder 
rule the player is simply cautioned for a 
first offence. Now, sir, tiffs opens up tho 
question, Why should we have rules and 
rules beuringthe nam es of certain individu­ 
als? O ught we not to have a code of laws 
ot universal application-sufficient to cover 
all tile requirem ents of the game, and 
such 
th at 
no 
author 
or 
publisher 
would, on his own responsibility, attem pt to 
alter or vary? It has long been felt, arid is 
now generally adm itted by the leading 
players of England anti Scotland, that toe 
so-called standard laws are delu sive, and 
that they do not sufficiently provide for 
contingencies that rimy arise In an impor­ 
tan t m atch w here large interests are at 
stake. H aving officiated in tile capacity of 
referee in a t least two m atches for the 
cham pionship of England, an I in other 
m atches of scarcely less im portance to tho 
parties engaged. I have been made fore b y 
aware of the indefiniteness of those laws. 
In the late m atch for the cham pionship 
of England, and I think I may Bafelv say 
in all the other m atches I I ave presided 
over, questions h are arisen th at tile laws of 
the game, as they at present exist, do not 
provide tor. finch being the ease I think it 
is high tim e the law s were am ended so as lo 
smooth over the Difficulties tiiat sooiten 
arise in bringing a draught m atch to a s.ffis- 
fa tory conclusion, i may heie m ention one 
or tv o difficult points that a referee has in 
nearly all m atches to deal with 
W hen 
shall a gam e be ced ared a dr aw ? Tire rule 
bearing upon Hie question is most indefi­ 
nite. 
The rule says: 
"A d ’aw is when 
neither of the players eau force a win.” 
C ertainly; but how are yon to decide that 
neither player can force a win from any 
given position? 
The rule further says, 
"W hen one ef the sines appears stronger 
thorn the other, tho stronger party is re­ 
quired to complete the win, or to show to 
tiio satisfaction of the um pire or referee at 
least a dei id d advantage over ids oppo­ 
nent in 
forty of 
his 
own 
moves—to 
be counted from tile 
point 
at which 
notice wns given—failing in which he m ust 
relinquish the game as a draw .” Now, sup­ 
pose the player has complied w ith the rule, 
and has shown to the satisfaction of the 
referee (after forty moves) th at tie has a de­ 
cided advantage, w hat next? He may still 
t e unable to complete tlie w ilt, even though 
he has a decided advantage, aah, for aught 
the rule says to the contrary, he may be 
allowed to corninue th at gam e for an inter-

Sisters of Mercy Beg the Favor of 
a V isit 


Savann ah, Ga., May 6.—Tho most prom­ 
inent feature of todav’s festivities in con­ 
nection w ith Chatham A rtillery centennial 
was the unveiling of new bronze tablets on 
the m onum ent 
of 
General 
N athaniel 
Greene of Revolutionary fame. 
After a 
prize drill by 
the Busch Zouaves and 
line exhibition of manoeuvres by th e Cadets 
of Charleston, S. C., all the com panies in 
encam pm ent, together w ith several local 
m ilitary organizations, m arched in parade 
to the square in which the m onum ent 
stands. The day was m agnificent, and the 
line of m arch and streets and open space in 
the vicinity of the scene of unveiling were 
' thronged w ith people. The oration of the 
occasion was delivered by G eneral C. C, 
Jones of Augusta, and was devoted to 
allusions to the character and historical 
incidents of the life of Greene. A fter the 
oration a salute of thirteen guns was fired 
by the C hatham Artillery from the same 
guns they used In the Unveiling of the mon­ 
um ent 
over 
half 
a 
century 
ago. 
Among the prom inent gentlem en on the 
speakers’ stand were Governor McDaniel. 
Hon. Jefferson Davis, General John B. 
Gordon. 
General A. Ii. Lawton, Mayor 
Reese of Montgomery. Ala.. Mayor Lester 
of Savannah. At the conclusion of tho 
firing of salutes, calls were made for Mr. 
Davis, in response 
to which 
he 
rose, 
am idst trem endous cheering, and spoke 
as follows: It m ight be possible, he said. 
to

audience. He could not find words equal 
to the occasion. This gathering is signifi­ 
cant. he continued, as it expresses the sym ­ 
pathy of the people of Savannah w ith this 
centennial event. Tho two occasions of 
the Chatham Artillery and the honoring 
of the memory of General N athaniel Greene 
were most happily blended together. 
The 
colonies of Rhode Island and Georgia stood 
shoulder 
to shoulder battling for inde­

T h e G l o b e despatch there was consider­ 
able feeling m anifested over tho m atter. 
They feel indignant th at 
an American 
schooner should be seized for endeavoring 
to m ake purchases, w hen Nova Scotian 
vessels are at present in this port fitting 
out. Tlie Festina Lente arrived here April 
20, and the Annie 
Robertson, April 30. 
These vessels come here to fit out. They 
purchase anything they w ant, and some of 
them get six m onths’ credit. They are un­ 
m olested, and Am ericans are glad to trade 
w ith th e m ; but the fisherm en propose to 
have sim ilar privileges in tile Provinces or 
ask that retaliatory m easures be adopted by 
the United States. 
Jesse Lew is, th e o w n er of th e D avid J. 
A dam s, w as in terv iew ed th is m orning. 
H e 
feels th e loss of his vessel k een ly , as it is 
th eo n '.y one he ow ned. T h e chances are th ai 
th e vessel w ill De delayed, p erhaps th ro u g h 
th e season, condem ned am i 
confiscated. 
C aptain Lew is is an old Skipper, h a v in g 
been engaged in fishing an d also in toreign 
com m erces.

If the statute should be repealed, and 
Canadian vessels ordered out of

It is learned from an old fish­ 
erm an th a t while m ackereling one season, 
A catch of some ‘JOO barrels of m ackerel 
were caught and shipped from the Prov­ 
inces in a coaster, and the schooner refitted 
there at nit expense of $1800. The m ack­ 
erel sent hom e were delayed, and the price 
fell I rom #22 a barrel to $10 and $18, were 
kept for a rise, and finally brought $12. Bar­ 
rels cost in the Provinces#! more than they 
sold at Gloucester, 
a loss of #400.

Mr. Gould’s mansion on the north east cor- 
ner of Fifth avenue and 
Forty-seventh 
street is a plain-looking double brown-stone 
house, the interior of which is literally 
palatial. 
H e r e are half a m illion dollars’ 
worth of paintings on the walls, and tho 
furnishings and decorations are of the cost­ 
liest 
description. 
The 
suite 
on 
the 
second floor, occupied by Hie heads of the 
family, consists 
of 
bedroom, 
boudoir, 
dressiug-rbom and 
bathroom , decorated 
chiefly in pale blite and silver. 
Across the 
hall Miss Nellie, Ute only daughter, has a 
sim ilar suite in pink and white. On the 
third floor there is a study and a large 
nursery for the three sm all boys, Edward. 
Frank aud Harold, whose tutors are laid 
$2000, #4000 and $1800 a year respectively. 
George Gould’s apartm ents are on tho same 
floor, w hile the servants occupy Hie floor 
above. Tho butler receives $1000; butler’s 
assistant. #400; Mr. Gould’s valet, food; 
head cook and assistant, $1600. and house­ 
keeper, $ I OOO a year. Two laundresses, 
two cham berm aids, 
a parlor maid, two 
w aiting m aids, tw o lady’s m aids, and two 
kitchen girls are paid from $15 to $20 each 
per m onth. The food in the se rv an ts'hall 
is entirely different from th a t of the fam­ 
ily 
ladle. 
Mrs. 
Gould 
spends 
two 
hours a day w ith her younger boys, and 
they read only w hat has been inspected by 
lier. Since 
she joined the Forty-second 
Street Presbyterian Church, several years 
ago, she has been liberal in religious bene­ 
factions. Miss Nellie, a graduate of Mme, 
Heed’s famous school, is perfecting herself 
iii m usic at a cost of $20 per lesson'. She 
has an allow ance <>f $6000 per year for lier 
wardrobe. The Gould stable, on Forty- 
fourth street, Is a handsom e building of 
brick, w ith 
brown-stone trim m ings and 
plate-glass windows. Six horses avo kept 
in it during the winter, and a closed car­ 
riage, a landau aud two ooupes. The staff 
co n sisted a coachm an, tw o footmen, two 
grooms and tw o stablem en, and their wages 
range from $45 a m onth down. The ex­ 
pense of keeping up the stable is $6000 a 
year. 
Mr. G ould’s country seat at Irvington was 
considered by its original owner, Goorge 
Dawson M erritt, the most elegant, attract­ 
ive and thoroughly-equipped summer resi­ 
d e r© in the country. 
Mr. Gould paid 
$209,000 for th e property in 1880, and it is 
now worth $1,000,000 at a low estimate. 
The house is gothic in style and is 3000 feet 
from the Hudson river, commanding a mag- 
nitioont view. It has tw enty rooms above 
the hat am ent. On the second floor is a fine 
art gallery, ex tending the em ire depth of the 
house 
Mangold, the stew ard at Irvington. 
has ooeu in Mr. G ould’s employ over tw enty 
year* and receives a salary of $2000, The 
lawn about tho house is ninety-five acres in 
oxteuk and the m acadam ized road leading 
to the entrance is a quarter of a mile long. 
There are in the estate 610 acres, 200 of 
which are woodland. The live stock con­ 
sists of tw enty horses, as many tows, a 
drove of Southdown sheep aud a lot of 
blooded fowls. Eighteen men are on the 
tdace constantly, and in su m m e r the num ­ 
ber is pearly loo. The hot-houses and con­ 
servatory cover a space 900 feet long and 
450 feet wide, and w ith their contents are 
valued at #225,000. At a fair estimate, it 
costs Mr. Gould #380 a day to keep up his 
Ire melton place. The taxes on it am ount to 
$250 a m onth. 
Mr. Gould paid $100,000 for his steam 
yacht A talanta, and to run tho same costs 
him #750 a m onth for wages. $200 a m onth 
for coal, repairs, etc., and $8OO a m onth for 
general expenses when he Is aboard with 
his family. Besides tile fifteen sailors ami 
five officers, form ing the crew, there are 
four c o o tsan d a baker at $40 a month each, 
w ith two waiters, a valet, a lady’s maid and 
a parlor m aid. There are separate dining­ 
rooms in the yacht for the family, the offi­ 
cers and the servants and sailors. 
Break­ 
fast is served from 6 to l l , luncheon a i 2. 
tea and ices at 4 and dinner at 8.* George 
Gould’s allow ance before be attained the 
dignity of partnership with his father was 
#10.000 a year. His young brothers havo 
#5 a week apiece for pocket money.

—Seizure of His C raft in C an so H ar­ 
bor for C arrying a P oor CirL

vessel being chased by a cutter to sea, was 
th at of a notorious character nam ed Fat- 
tillo. The following Story, related in the 
“Fisherm en’s Memorial Book,” from tho 
leav es of Captain P attillo’s log-book, allows 
how “notorious” a Yankee skipper can be. 
” Iu the year 1841 lie made three trips to 
the bay. one for herring and 
two for 
mackerel. It wau the law then to pay four- 
pence a ton, light money, each trip. On 
the third trip, a daughter of Dr. Cantril! of 
Guysboro, N. S., who had been working in 
Lowell, wished 
to 
tako passage. 
Her 
father had recently died, and the girl, in 
response to the urgent call of hor mollie . 
was extrem ely desirous of getting Ii o h i o . It 
was against the law in those tim es for a 
fishing vessel 
to carry passengers, tint 
tho kind-hearted captain could not resist the 
apneal of the daughter, who wished to get 
home, that she m ight issistl beiaitiicted rel­ 
atives: so he consented to take lier homo. 
This he did on hts own responsibility w ith­ 
out any compensation 
8he ' am e on board, 
and upon arrival at Canso he carried her 
ashore ip tho boat, TV Iii lo he was landing 
the girl a custom-house officer nam ed Big­ 
elow came on board and put tbe k in g s 
broad ” K” on the m ainm ast, which pro­ 
claim ed her a prize. 
W hen Cai tam Pattillo returned on board 
the officer inform ed bim th at he had seized 
tho vessel for landing a passenger and her 
effects, contrary to law. "Now, then,” he 
savs, “I w ant to see your papers, 
T he vessel’s boat was hoisted in, and 
Captain Pattillo w ent 
below to get Ids 
papers, aud, returning on dock with tho 
docum ents, asked the officer if lie thought 
him self the m aster of the schooner. 
"Yes,” was tho reply. Shortly after fie de­ 
m anded the light money, but Captain Pat- 
tilio thought, if tile officer was really in 
com m and, he should pay light money him ­ 
self, aud so inform ed him. A lucky thought 
struck the captain, and he asked ‘By w hat 
authority he was on board tile schooner, 
and where wore hts docum ents to prove 
th at he was a revenue officer.’ I cam e off 
in such a hurry that H eft them ashore,’ was 
the reply. 
"You base im postor,” roars tho cap tain : 
"KO ashore, you vagabond, as quick as pos­ 
sible.” But the officer was not going to give 
it up so quickly, so he ordered the helm 
hard down. Old John Parsons had the 
tiller, and he was so excited th a t he obeyed 
the order. Then Captain Pattillo began to 
bristle up, and sang out: “Belong as I am 
on board this craft, Uncle John, I am mas­ 
ter; now, then, hard up tho helm !” This 
order was obeyed just in tim e to save the 
vessel front going ashore on P ain t’s Island. 
Then followed a war of words between 
Hie pair, in which Skipper Pattillo was 
called a sm uggler and other bard nam es, to 
which he replied th a t all the crim e he was 
guilty of. ii crim e it was, was bringing 
hom e a poor fatherless girl, for w hich lie 
asked 
no 
com pensation: but, right or 
wrong, she was safe at home. Just then a 
little cutter m ade her appearance and Hie 
exultant Bigelow said: “I have you now, 
anyhow, ami will take the vessel into G reat 
Canso harbor. 
"You can go where you like, cutter or no 
cutter, hut tho vessel will not carry the 
pair of us,” was Captain P attillo’s reply. 
"I’ll heave to until you go ashore for your 
docum ents, and if you are Hie right m an to 
receive light money I will pay it, otherw ise 
not.” Tim s they disagreed until “ forbear­ 
ance ceased to hen virtue.” when Captain 
Pattillo made a spring at the stout official 
and seized hun by the throat with one timid, 
and taking him by the slack of the trous­ 
ers with the other, lifted him over his head 
as though he was an Infant, and threw him 
into the boat so violently th a t lie broke tile 
thw art when lie struck, then easting off tho 
boat’s painter, let him find bis way ashore 
as best ho m ight. Orders were sent to take 
Pattillo, dead or alive. 
Skipper P attillo caught seventy barrels of 
m ackerel. He heard they were after him , 
and arm ed him self w ith two grout rocks, 
w eighing ABO pounds each, to throw into 
and sink any boat which should attem pt to 
board his vessel. 
On October a there arose a fearful galo, 
and Captain P attillo run into Port Hood, 
and came to auchor. Soon after a cutter 
cam e in, aud a boat containing eight 
men was sent, fully arm ed and equipped, 
to search for the Abigail and the big 
Pattillo. 
Captain P attillo saw the move­ 
m ent and stood by his large rocks, deter­ 
m ined to drive them through any boat who 
dared to board ins sciiooner. They saw 
him, and did not come alongside. 
The 
cutter commenced to get under way, hut 
the \ Tankee fishing craft had the lead and 
passed w ithin fifty -feet of the cutler, A 
hall was fired which w ent through the 
m ainsail. 
The mon were ordered below 
and Hie spunky skipper laid dawn flat on 
tbe deck and steered his craft. 
The next 
ball w ent through her side and lodged in 
the m ain beam. Tile cutter chased her six 
miles, but the fishing craft was m uch the 
best sailer, and the cutter gave up and
